H o r n b r o o k , February 7th.—Y our special 
correspondent left M ontague early this 
m orning on a section hand car and was 
taken to Ager station, ten m iles distant. I 
had either to take this conveyance or walk, 
an d very readily decided to ride on the 
hand-car, whose crew was composed of 
three white m en and three Chinam en. 
The rice to Ager was not as pleasant as 
one m ight wish, as the m orning was cold 
an d there was a heavy, bitiijg frost. 
W hen Ager was reached, after a ride of a 
couple of hoars, your reporter m ade in 
quines at the telegraph office there and 
learned that Superintendent Pratt, with his 
outfit, was just above Coles. I then imm e­ 
diately set out on foot from Ager for H orn- 
brook, nine miles distant. 
Evidences of the track having recently 
been repaired were noticed about in m any 
places between these two stations, and 
though the work has been done in a sub­ 
stantial m anner, the section m en will again 
go over it. 
The K lam ath River Mills, about three 
m iles south of H ornbrook, were closed 
down on account of the recent high water 
in the river, and parts oí the dam have 
been wasned away. The K lam ath river 
was unusually high this w inter and large 
quantities of driftwood can be seen on the 
high farm lands bordering on the stream. 
The road is in good condition to w ithin 
about three hundred yards of the telegraph 
office here. 
At that point the track has 
been washed out by the high waters tor a 
distance of three hundred feet. The bed of 
the road is completely washed away, and a 
gang of men are at work on it, and a new 
track will be laid in a day or so. 
Wojrd was received at the telegraph office 
here this afternoon that M r. Pratt had 
reached SUkiyou Station, which is at the 
sum m it of the Siskiyou M ountains. 
Mr. P ratt's progress has been so rapid, 
considering the bad condition of the track 
in that region, that he is deserving of great 
praise for his m anagem ent. 
The work 
train would not have been able to push 
ahead so rapidly had not his excellent 
m anagem ent prevailed. 
From station agent Frem on here your 
correspondent obtained some inform ation 
regarding the condition of the road and the 
progress that was being made by the work­ 
ing crews at T unnel 9. where two work 
tram s are located. 
Little headway is being 
m ade in the big slide there, and the propo­ 
sition is to transfer passengers at this point. 
Only a short distance would have to be 
walked and passengers could be carried as 
far as D unsm uir. 
Then, when the slides between Mott and 
D unsm uir are cleared, the road will be 
open the whole length to A shland. 
To-night Mr. P ratt is at Siskiyou and he 
expects to reach A shland either to-morrow 
night or Sunday m orning. 
A slide a m ile or so above Siskiyou is de­ 
taining him . 
The track has nearly been cleared so that 
the snow-plow can go through, but fresh 
dirt slides came down just before they 
could pass by. and it is impossible to tell 
how long it will detain them . 
Men are at work to-night, and A shland 
w ill be reached in two days, or less time. 
From Siskiyou to A shland it is seven­ 
teen miles. Several fills have sunk be­ 
tween these places, and the track will have 
to be repaired considerably before trains 
can pass over. _______

He said that he wanted 
a light front apartm ent, and he was shown 
to room 30. 
This m orning the bedmakers found the 
door locked and the keyhole stopped up 
when they went to make up the room. 
A glance through the transom showed the 
occupant sitting in a chair in the extreme 
corner, apparently dead. John M cLaugh­ 
lin, a porter, climbed over the door and 
opened it from the inside. Reed was found 
to have shot him self through the right 
temple. 
He had taken his seat in front of 
the m irror over the low bureau, so as to be 
certain of where he placed the weapon. 
The pistol was still in liia right hand, 
which lay lim p across his knee. 
He had 
evidently laid down on the bed for a few 
moments, as the bed-clothing was slightly 
disturbed. 
Reed was apparently CO years 
of age and well dressed. H e wore a heavy 
gray beard and m ustache. 
In his pocket was found a pass-book of 
the San Francisco Savings and Loan So­ 
ciety, showing that he had on deposit in 
that bank $2,000. Certificates of deposit on 
the Sather Banking Company for $800 and 
$200 were also found, forming sufficient 
evidence that poverty was not the cause of 
him shooting himself.

[From the El Dorado County Republican.] 
The H orticultural Commissioners of tnis 
county have begun the duties of their office, 
and this week they commenced notifying 
orchardists to spray their trees in accord­ 
ance w ith the provisions of the law under 
which the Board operates, which we pub- 
ished about two weeks ago. Notwith- 
tanding these explanations, however, we 
find that a great deal of misapprehension 
exists among the people as to the exact 
nature of the law. Some are disposed to 
argue that the H orticultural Commission 
will be a useless expense to the county 
and that the Supervisors are to blame for 
appointing the Commissioners. This idea 
of the law is a m istake. No m atter whether 
the H orticultural Commission is a bad 
thiDg or a good thing, the Supervisors are 
not responsible except for the selection of 
the men who compose it, for they are re­ 
quired by law to appoint the Commission­ 
ers, and are only responsible for their dis­ 
cretion in deciding who shall compose the 
Board. The law clearly states that the 
Supervisors m nst appoint Commissioners 
whenever a specified petition is presented, 
and they cannot do otherwise. In Spnoma 
county the Supervisors refused to appoint 
the Commissioners on receipt of the re­ 
quired petition, and they were thereupon 
c impelled to do so by an action brought in 
the Superior Court. 
There is no way to escape the provisions 
of this law, except by having it repealed, 
so long as twenty-five truit-growers are in 
favor of having the work carried on, and it 
is reallv not a good policy for our people 
to try to evade the law. 
It should be given 
a fair trial for a few seasons/at least, and if 
it is a useless expense, it can be repealed. 
In the m eantim e, every good citizen will 
stand by the laws of his State and aid in 
enforcing them . The spraying will not be 
a very heavy expense when properly m an­ 
aged, and the trees are absolutely worth­ 
less unless they can be at least partially 
freed from the pest. On an acre of ground 
belonging to the editor of this paper there 
are m any fine trees a foot in diam eter that 
would produce $200 worth of fruit every 
year if free from pests, bnt as they now are, 
though sound and healthy, they are worth 
but little more than so m any scrub oaks. 
Tbe same thing is true everywhere. It is 
no loss to chop down vour trees if you do 
not spray them , for "they bear nothing. 
Our best fruit-growers argue that their bus­ 
iness will pay them a fair return if they can 
control the insects, and that if nothing is 
done to destroy the pests they will have to 
abandon the industry. We hope the peo­ 
ple will take up this m atter, and, unt’l it is 
demonstrated that it is impracticable, do 
ail they can to eradicate and control the 
pests. 
There is nothing to gain by letting 
the bugs take the trees, and it should also 
be remembered that the law can be en­ 
forced, and to contest it will only cause 
trouble and expense. 


ELECTRIC FLASHES. 


H o w lin g G ales at C h icago aiul O th er 
P o in ts E a st. 
C h icago, February 7th.—Snow has been 
failing all day 
In W estern Pennsylvania there has been 
a heavy snow and fierce winds. 
In Minnesota tbe worst blizzard in many 
years is raging. Tbe therm om eter ten de­ 
grees below zero and is falling. 


P ittsb u r g , February 7th.—The 
worst 
storm in years has been raging throughout 
W estern Pennsylvania since noon to-day. 
Snow, bail, rain and wind have been play­ 
ing havoc. 
In this city snow and slash 
blockaded many of tbe streets and stopped 
street car traffic, while the telegraph and 
telephone wires are breaking down under 
tbe heavy weight of ice with which they 
are coated. In the m ountains the storm is 
raging with terrific fury, and reports are 
coming in of serious damage to property. 
At Bioursville, Pennsylvania, a large glass 
factory was demolished by the wind. The 
roof was blown oil', and two sidewalls fell 
in. Charles E Barr. General Manager, and 
Mr. Barney, one of the firm, were instantly 
killed and the workmen badly injured. 
At Unicnrown the roof was blown off 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, part of it 
alighting on the house of John Brown, 
crushing it tn like an eggshell. The tower 
of the church, it is feared, is so badly shat­ 
tered that it will have to be torn down. 
The roof of a large new building lately 
erected by the Pennsylvania Construction 
Company below the town was also blown 
off. 
Postmaster Baker’s new house was 
nearly demolished. Jam es Frem kenberry’s 
house and John W ringer's house were also 
leveled to the ground. Telephone and 
electric wires are all down. 
None of the 
coke works are running south of Union- 
town. 
The Redstone coke offices at Brownfield 
were blown down and demolished. At Leith 
the W arren Gasworks were wrecked. The 
roof of the Lutheran Church was also 
blown off. 
At Dunbar the K nights of Labor H ali 
was entirely blows away. 
A report front Leisenring savs that all 
the large shafts cf the H . C. Frick Coke 
Company are down. No fatalities are so 
far reported in that region.

H e labored as a railroad con­ 
ductor, a policeman and town clerk, and 
at last settled down to a quiet life in his 
native country.

S p r in g fie ld (III.), February 7th.—The 
State Supreme Court granted a writ of 
error to the United States Supreme Court 
in the cases of Neebe, Fielden and Schwab, 
tbe Anarcbists, who are now in the State 
Penitentiary.

Parsons 
and others were illegally strangled, and it 
will liberate many other prisoners now in 
the penitentiary.

C h icago. February 7th.—Leading law­ 
yers are of the opinion that this move can 
be of no benefit to tbe imprisoned Anarch­ 
ists in any case, and may make it worse for 
them .

C h icago, February 7th.—George Kennan 
has given the Associated Press a resume of 
the voluminous correspondence lately re­ 
ceived by him relating to the massacre of 
the Russian adm inistrative exiles at Ya­ 
kutsk on April 3d last, the occurrence of 
which has hfthertobeenstrenuoHsly denied 
by the Russian Government. 
'O ne of these letters, written by a sur 
vivor of tbe affair, is sixty-one pages in 
iength, and sets forth, with great exactness 
of detail, every particular of the massacre 
and the events ieadiog up to and im m edi­ 
ately preceding and succeeding it. 
K ennan declared the communication to 
be of the most im partial character, and 
even unimpassioned in its tone, and said 
his inform ants were to be thoroughly re­ 
lied on. 
Nevertheless he w ithheld names 
of bis correspondents, as the publication of 
their names would involve them in trouble 
with the Russian administration. 
The story of K eenan's correspondent 
aerees in m any particulars with the account 
published in the LoScion Times, bnt gives 
in addition m any details hitherto unknown, 
and the language of the writer is at limes 
most graphic. 
“I consider this information received 
from Russia.” said K ennaD , “so m inute 
and circum stantial in every detail, and 
knowing the reliability of its source, to be 
a complete and conclusive answer to the 
recent denials of the Russian Government.” 
W illiam Tallert, the President of the 
great Howard Association of England, says 
that every effort will be made to bring this 
m atter before tbe International PrisonCon- 
gress, wbich will meet in St. Petersburg.

Postmaster-General * W anam aker said : 
“ As Postmaster-General I cannnotbe inter­ 
viewed upon the subject except to express 
my regret that tbe mails or any machinery 
of the Government should be used to any 
extent in any part of the country for the 
furtherance of lottery schemes; but, as a 
citizen, I am free to say that it is cause for 
great alarm , when a new State proposes to 
spread this evil over the country and spread 
this species of gambling that ruins the 
young and deludes the ignorant, for the 
enrichm ent of a lew unscrupulous stock­ 
holders.

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“ TO ESTABLISH JUSTICE. 


THE POWERS OF THE UNITED STATES 
SUPREME COURT. 


B e v ie w . at th e C lose o f a C entury, o f th e 


M anner in W h ich T h o se P o w ers 


H a v e B e e n E x ercised . 


H enry Hitchcock, of St. Louis, delivered 
an address, at the recent centenary celebra­ 
tion of the organization of the Supreme 
Court of the U nited States, upon the exer­ 
cise of the powers of the Court since its or­ 
ganization. 
H e began by referring to the 
suit of the State of Florida against the 
State of Georgia, brought in the Supreme 
Court to determ ine the boundary line be­ 
tween them , of w hich Chief Justice Taney 
said: “A suit in a Court of justice between 
such parties, and upon such a question, is 
w ithout exam ple in the jurisprudence of 
any 
other 
country.” 
T his 
impressive 
statem ent, said the speaker, illustrates, in 
part, the nature, the novelty and the dig­ 
nity of the unexam pled powers which th at 
C ourt has exercised during the period of 
an hundred years, whose auspices close 
we celebrate this day. 
T he Supreme Court exists by the ex­ 
press m andate of the Constitution, which 
distributes the 
powers 
of government 
among three great departments. 
Refer­ 
ring to the precept, quoted by Madison, 
th a t the accumulation of these powers in 
th e same hands is the very definition of 
tyranny, th e speaker said : “The splendid, 
th e unparalleled achievem ent of our fore­ 
fathers lay in th eir successful application 
of th at precept to the problems before 
them . 
For not only did they distribute 
among three distinct and independent de­ 
partm ents the powers of the national gov­ 
ernm ent, securing to th at government ab­ 
solute supremacy w ithin its appropriate 
but lim ited sphere, while also preserving 
to the several States the autonomy and in ­ 
ternal powers essential to their w elfare; 
b ut they so framed and established the 
national judiciary, the weakest of those 
departm ents, holding neither purse nor 
sword, strong only in the reverence of the 
people for the sanctions of law, as to make 
the Courts, while strictly exercising their 
ju d icial functions in pursuance of estab­ 
lished rules and principles of law, at once 
th e arbiters of public and private right, 
and ‘the bulwark of a lim ited Constitution 
against legislative encroachment.’ ” 
T he vast reach of the powers of the 
Court springs from the great political fact 
th at the Governm ent of the Union is one 
w hich in all its departm ents operates di­ 
rectly upon individuals. 
To the .Supreme 
Court, “the living voice of the Constitu­ 
tion,” belongs the nltim ate development 
of the powers which th at instrum ent con­ 
fers. 
In fulfilling its great trust, that 
Court, in whatever has concerned the 
national welfare, has stood for the con­ 
science of the people of the U nited States. 
Observing that the judicial power can 
be exercised only for the determ ination of 
a controversy brought before the Court in 
legal form, and only of such cases as are 
specified in the Constitution or some Act 
of Congress pursuant thereto, the speaker 
alluded to numerous im portant cases in 
w hich the Court had decided to take 
jurisdiction of political questions or those 
involving the exercise of legislative or ex­ 
ecutive discretion; also referring to the 
Slaughterhouse cases and other important 
decisions in which the Court hag upheld 
th e police power of the States. 
Under 
th is head the history of the Court was 
epitomized in the words of Chief Justice 
C h ase: “Judicial duty is not less fitly 
performed by declining uogranted juris­ 
diction than in exercising firmly that 
w hich the Constitution and laws confer.” 
In the affirmative exercise of its powers, 
th e chief, said the speaker, is th at of in­ 
terpreting the supreme law of th e land. 
Consider for a moment what this implied, 
a hundred years ago. 
To the Court itself 
a tribunal w ithout example, was confided 
th e development of a Constitution which 
had no precedent. 
T hat Constitution was 
itself an experim ent, a compromise— “ex­ 
torted,” as Jo h n Quincy Adams 
said, 
“from the grinding necessities of a reluc­ 
tan t p e o p l e t h e ppopie of thirteen inde­ 
pendent States, reluctant to surrender on 
any terms even to a government -created 
by themselves, the jarring powers which 
threatened, like the warriors sprung from 
th e dragon’s teeth sown by Cadmus in 
A ttic soil, to perish in deadly m utual 
strife. 
A spirited sketch was given of the great 
case of Chisholm vs. Georgia, in which, in 
1793, the Supreme Court, unmoved by the 
general excitem ent and alarm, held th at un­ 
der the Constitution as ad pted a State could 
be sued as a debtor in that Court. This led 
to the adoption of the Eleventh Am end­ 
m ent, forbidding suits to be brought by in­ 
dividuals against a State. 
The vital prin­ 
ciple m aintained in the Chisholm case was 
the supremacy of the judicial power of the 
U nited States w ithin the lim its of the 
Constitution, whatever the Court should 
determ ine those lim its to be. The Eleventh 
Am endment narrowed those limits, but 
affirmed th at principle. 
The great services of Chief Justice M ar­ 
shall were described in glowing terms. 
Beacon lights of the nation’s jurisprudence, 
illum inating w ith prophetic radiance the 
dark waters of the distant future, those 
lum inous judgm ents have shone out, and 
still shine for us afar, m arking out its 
course, warning it of perils on either hand 
— the quicksands of legislative or execu­ 
tive encroachment, and the dangerous op­ 
posing reefs of uncontrolled State sover­ 
eignty, w hite w ith the breakers of anarchy 
and civil war. 
_ 
A rapid sketch was given of the exercise 
by the Court ol its great power to control 
the judgm ents of State Courts, and to de­ 
clare void laws repugnant to the Constitu­ 
tion; reference being made to Gibbons vs. 
Ogden, the Pensacola Telegraph case and 
other cases, in which was enforced the 
power of Congress to regulate commerce. 
T he development by the Court of the great 
purpose of the Constitution “to establish 
justice” was illustrated by the D artm outh 
College case and other im portant decis­ 
ions upholding the sanctity of contracts 
and bv other judgments, protecting the 
rights" of the Indians, and determ ining 
controversies between States concerning 
their boundaries. 
Unexam pled in the his­ 
tory of jurisprudence are such suits, be­ 
tween such parties, before such a tribunal. 
Mr. Hitchcock also traced,the develop­ 
m ent of the adm iralty jurisdiction of the 
U nited States, at first lim ited to tide-water, 
but which, in the m asterly judgm ent of 
Chief Justice Taney, in the case of the 
Genesee Chief, in 1851, was held to include 
all navigable waters, thus extending to the 
commerce of onr inland seas the uniform 
rules of adm iralty. 
Dwelling briefly upon the fierce politi­ 
cal controversies’ concerning slavery, the 
Dred Scott case was alluded to as a deci­ 
sion by the Court of questions incapable, 
under’sach circumstances, of judicial set­ 
tlem ent. A t th e dreadful cost of four years 
of civil war, the supremacy of the nation 
was forever vindicated. 
By their own ap- 
l»eal to arms, the advocates of secession and 
th e defenders of slavery had brought about 
th e destruction of both. 
Peace was re­ 
stored and the people of the I nited States 
inscribed in their fundam ental law new 
m arantees of universal liberty, of citizen­ 
ship and of the equal protection of the 
laws. 
F ew and grave problems arose, not 
et all solved, and capable of solution only 
y a people whose reverence for law shall 
secure to every citizen the rights which 
neither force nor fraud can perm anently 
deny. 
. 
, 
A n impressive summary was given of 
th e powers of th e Court since the civil war 
in expounding the Constitution which es­ 


l 


tablished, s hundred years ago, “an inde­ 
structible Union of indestructible States.” 
“The Court,” said the speaker, “by means 
of th at great w rit of habeas corpus, has 
maintained, against executive power, the 
right of trial by ju ry ; has annulled, as ex 
post facto, new test oaths and penalties im­ 
posed by Congress and by the States; has 
prohibited unreasonable searches or seiz­ 
ures, and has protected the citizen against 
unlawful imprisonment, under color of the 
legislative power of Congress; has forbid­ 
den the taxing power of either Congress or 
the States to impede the exercise bv the 
other of its appropriate functions of gov­ 
ernm ent ; has enforced the obligation of 
lawful contracts, while declaring utterlv 
void those intended to aid rebellion, and 
refusing to recognize, as contracts, privi­ 
leges improvideutly granted by State Leg­ 
islatures. 
Interpreting those great amend­ 
m ents to the Constitution, it has shielded 
citizen and alien alike, of every race and 
color, against unequal laws and oppressive 
ordinances; 
but 
while 
upholding the 
power 
of 
Congress 
to 
enforce them 
by 
“corrective 
legislation,” 
has 
de­ 
nied Its right to supersede the 
Leg­ 
islatures of States. 
Asserting the right 
of the U nited States, both by the legisla­ 
tive and the judicial power, to guard the 
purity of the national elections and to pro­ 
tect the oflicers and agents oí the nation in 
the discharge of every duty, and upholding 
the supremacy of the General Govern­ 
ment, w ithin its sphere, over all persons 
and territory and things throughout the 
Union, it has not less firmly m aintained 
the power and duty of each State, w ithin 
its proper sphere, to legislate for the wel­ 
fare of its people. 
In its own comprehen­ 
sive phrase, the Court “has held frith a 
steady and an even hand the balance be­ 
tween Federal and State power.” 
In concluding, the speaker sa id : “The 
true power of the Court has resided and 
must ever dwell in the sincere respect and 
unbought confidence of the people of the 
U nited States, conscious th at w ith them ­ 
selves still rests the destiny of their free 
institutions, whose safely and endurance 
depend upon th eir own reverence for the 
sanctions of law.” 
Quoting De Tocqueville’s declarations, 
fifty years ago, that the Supreme Court is 
Dlaced at the head of all knowu tribunals, 
both by the nature of its right and by the 
class of parties which it controls, Mr. 
H itchcock’s address closed as follows: 
“Reviewing, at the century's close, the 
exercise of these powers, w ith w hat pa­ 
triotic pride, w ith what reverent thankful­ 
ness to the supreme R uler of nations, may 
we not justly regard, in either aspect of its 
jurisdiction, this most august of hum an 
trib u n als! In the one we contemplate the 
vast conflicting interests, of private and 
public concern, whose adjustm ent has been 
demanded by the unparalleled growth and 
development of a great people, and the 
still graver controversies among powerful 
States, such as elsewhere drain the life­ 
blood and make desolate the homes of 
nations; alike peacefully determ ined by 
those judgments, pronounced by illustrious 
men,’ th e records of which are more glori­ 
ous than the blazonry of battle-flags, since 
upon them are inscribed the bloodless 
victories of peace, nobler than all the tri­ 
um phs of war. 
In the other, the im agina­ 
tion pictures that impressive spectacle, the 
unbroken procession through all these 
years of the suitors who have come before 
its b a r; suitors, not suppliants, of every 
class and race and rank, the citizen, the 
friendless alien, and the representative of 
the proudest State, for whose equal pro­ 
tection th at sublime purpose, ‘to establish 
justice1 is declared. 
Such are the judicial 
powers in whose pure and faithful exer­ 
cise is reflected, so far as man may fulfill 
the perfect ordinances of Heaven, the di­ 
vine and eternal law whose seat is the 
bosom of God, whose voice is the harmony 
of the world.” 


CATARACT. 


THE WINTER MAGAZINES. 


W h a t is A b so lu te ly E sse n tia l 
to G ood 
V ision . 
[From the Y outh's Com panion.) 
T he crystalline lens of the eye is situ­ 
ated just behind the pupil, and iies be­ 
tween two fluids, the aqueous in front and 
the vitreous behind. 
Its object is to focus 
the rays of light which pass through the 
pupil upon the retina behind, where they 
act upon the term inal ends of the optic 
nerve, and thus give vision. 
This lens 
seems to get its 
sustenance from the 
fluids 
in 
which it is immersed; and 
when disease of its structure occurs it 
probably arises from some lack of proper 
nutrition from the e sources. 
Perfect transparency of the lens is essen­ 
tial to good vision. 
W hen any portion of 
it becomes opaque the entrance of light is 
obstructed, or it passes through in an ir­ 
regular manner, and loss of vision, more or 
less complete, results. 
T his condition of 
opaqueness constitutes what is known as a 
cataract. 
It may affect only a portion of 
the lens, or the whole may be so dense as 
to prevent the per eption of any object, 
though It can neve: of itself be so complete 
as to shut off entirely the sensation of 
light. 
Cataract may be congenital, or it may 
come on in youth or in adult life, but by 
far the m ajority of cases occur in persons 
over 50 years of age, in whom it takes the 
name of senile cataract. 
G enerally there 
is found some embarrassment in the use of 
the eyes for a longer or shorter period be­ 
fore the opacity is visible to the eye. 
The cloudiness usually has a definite 
starting-point, and from th at place it mav 
progress until the whole lens is involved, 
or it may be arrested spontaneously in any 
p art of its course. 
Such cases of arrest 
have given rise to the belief that certain 
nostrums will prevent the formation of 
cataract, or will remove it. 
In reality no means is known of staying 
or preventing it. 
The only hope lies in 
removing the m echanical obstruction by 
surgical methods. 
T he form of cataract which follows an 
injury is explained by the fact th at the 
capsule which surrounds the lens is rup­ 
tured, and a portion of the fluid enters the 
lens and produces a sodden condition at 
one point, from which the disintegration 
m ay continue. 
There seems to be a predisposition to 
the formation of cataract in some people, 
for in elderly persons, when one has be­ 
come affected, th e other is very likely to 
pass through the same experience. 
W hile it is best, in order to get the most 
satisfactory result, to delay the operation 
u ntil th e cataract is “ripe,” th at period 
being the tim e when it is most easily re­ 
moved, one should never wait until the 
sight is entirely lost, for there is danger 
th at the process may go so far as to render 
any operation entirely fruitless.

SENSIBLE REMARKS ABOUT 


DBAFT HORSES. 
BREEDING 


P ro fit In S k im m ed M ilk —P re se rv in g O r­ 


an g e P e e l— C ure fo r K ick ers—G en­ 
e ra l F a rm S o te s. 


English breeders or writers do not yet 
understand the great extent, capacity and 
requirements of the American draft horse 
interest. 
It would save a deal of money^ 
it is true, if we, could raise all our own 
draft stallions, bnt we require several thou­ 
sand draft stallions every year to breed 
and we cannot wait to raise them, but we 
buy them ready made to use at once, and, 
while we do not raise but a few hundred 
full bloods, we are grading up rapidly to 
the best imported sires, keeping all our 
high grade mares and developing. 
When we get ten per cent, of our thir­ 
teen million horses, say a million or two, 
graded up to heavy draft, and we get our 
home markets supplied, we hope to have a 
little surplus of 50,000 to 75,000 of these 
American draft horses heavy enough foe 
European markets, 1,800 to 2,000 pounds, 
and in this we propose to get our money 
back for the extravagant prices the Eng­ 
lish and French breeders make us pay for 
the few thousand stallions we now have to 
buy. 
Let them keep all their good mares and 
raise us all the good stallions they can, for 
we need them now and need them badly. 
Our small American 
horses 
must be 
promptly improved with the heavy draft 
and coach horse blood. 
If our importers 
were to buy up their mares, they would 
soon have a corner on English horse breed­ 
ing. 
We may not breed on intelligent lines, 
according to the old English doctrine, bnt 
the Yankee breeders will soon astonish the 
world with millions of the finest draft and 
coach horses the world has ever produced, 
and the world will be our market. 
A correspondent of the English Lite Stock 
Journal is bewailing our condition because 
we have no Shire mares. 
He says: “We 
in England have been in the habit of con­ 
gratulating ourselves that the Shire horse 
trade has been almost entirely to stallions, 
and that we have kept the mares that laid 
the golden eggs at home, and in this way 
we anticipate to always keep this trade in 
our hands.” 
This is very true, but at the 
same time 1 imagine the want of good 
mares in America has operated against 
any Shire stallions of character that have 
gone out producing quite the results that 
might have been expected.— Western Agri­ 
culturist. 
PRESERVING ORANGE PEEL. 
W hile Californians, as a rule, are pros­ 
perous and have many of the good things 
of life, there is a general tendency to waste 
some things, which, if properly manipu­ 
lated, would be a source of profit and 
pleasure. 
About every orange grove and 
in many houses where oranges are freely 
used, iarge quantities of peelings are 
thrown away. These can be made into as 
palatable a conserve as that of the citron. 
To many it has a much more agreeable 
flavor and taste, and when used in pastry 
or as a sweetmeat, it is very acceptable. 
Thick-skinned oranges are as a general 
rule at a discount; but, in this instance, 
they are superior to those having a thin 
skin. 
Remove the peeling after cutting in 
quarters or halves. .Soak it in frequently 
changed fresh water for several days until 
the unpleasant bitterness is gone. The 
water should be kept at a blood-warm 
temperature. The next process is to put 
the peel into fresh water and boil slowly 
until soft enough to easily pass a fork 
through. 
Drain all of the water thor­ 
oughly from the peel and put it in a thick 
granulated sugar syrup and boil until the 
sugar shows signs of crystallizing, when it 
should be removed and placed on shallow 
trays or tins and the remaining syrup 
poured over it. The product is somewhat 
similar to crystallized orange peel.—Cali­ 
fornia Fruit-Grower. 
PROFIT IX SKIMMED MILK. 
It is said in the columns of the Maine 
Farmer: 
“We believe there is no way the 
skim milk will net so good returns as fed 
at once to the cows which gave it.” This 
is not merely a belief, but we actually 
know it. 
We have seen it used in this 
way in Chautauqua county, Isew York, 
where it has been the common practice 
for years and years, and there are no better 
money-making dairymen in the world. 
W e do net say they make a fine article of 
butter in this way, for they do not, but it 
is because they have universally the vil­ 
lainous habit of settling the milk in shal­ 
low pans for forty-eight hours and until 
the milk begins to clabber at the bottom, 
then they run the skimmed milk into a 
vat and feed from there, thus letting it get 
more than half-rotten before the cow gets 
it, thus of course, tainting the milk with a 
cowy odor. But if fed fresh when sweet 
or nearly so, there is no more profitable 
use can be made of skimmed milk.—Amer- 
can Dairyman. 
THE ROPE CERE FOR KICKERS. 
During the last thirty-five years a neigh­ 
bor has permanently cured over twenty 
horses of the kicking habit, without fail in 
anv case attempted, says a writer in the 
Kew York Tribune. 
Following is his 
m ethod: 
Take a half-inch rope that has 
been stretched until it cannot be stretched 
any more, tie it around the horse six 
inches back of the pad and belly-band p f, 
the harness ; insert a short stick and tw ist, 
it up nearly as tight as the rope will bear, 
w ithout breaking, and tie the stick so that 
it will stay. 
Fasten the horse in a stall 
where there is room behind him to wield 
a long-lash whip, then strike him around 
the hind legs quite severely; at the second 
or third blow he will generally kick with 
both feet with all his might, but only for 
two or three times. 
If he has been in the 
habit of kicking in harness, drive him 
with the rope on two weeks, or until he 
quits makiDg threats. Some will kick 
once or twice with one foot, and bob up 
and threaten for several days. 
They 
should be tickled or teased, or have a 
basket or pail thrown under them or tied 
to a hind foot several times a day to make 
them trv and kick, and until they cease to 
make any effort in that direction. The 
remedy is then effectual. 
After driving 
the animal half an hour the rope should be 
tightened. This will also cure bucking 
horses, or any which try to throw their 
rider. 
BAY HORSES. 
Did anyone ever see a man or a woman 
with “bav” hair ? asks the Horse World. 
No more than he saw an auburn horse. 
The word bay does not of itself signify a 
color, and its'use for the purpose of desig­ 
nating the color of a horse is purely ^tra­ 
ditional. 
It originated in England in a 
district where the breed of horses was 
mostly several shades away from the brown, 
and yet too brown to be called red. There 
grew' in this district a great many bay 
trees, to the leaves of which the horses 
exhibited a decided affinity. The bay tree 
had long been cherished among the natives 
for the medical qualities of its leaves and 
berries, and. in a way, was sacred to them, 
having had a place in many of their le­ 
gends and superstitions. 
Every breeder of 
horses was sure to have a number of the 
trees, and relied upon them almost exclu­ 
sively for the medicines wherewith to cure 
his horses. The leaves were used m fomen­ 
tations and the berries in clysters. The 
horses coming from this district, reared 
among the bay trees, became known as 
bay horses, and the uniformity of their 
color led to the common use of the term. 
Horse and Stable. 


FARM NOTES. 
The Argentine Republic is booming its 
agricultural resources. It now has 105,­ 
000,000 sheep, as compared with 85,000,000 
in the seven Australasian Colonies. 
It 
has a large wool clip this year, the num­ 
ber of sheep being 20 per cent, greater 
than two years ago, and the breeds much 
improved. It is expected that it will ex­ 
port as much wool this year as Australia. 
In 1886 there were 729,766 horned cattle 
in Paraguay. 
The greater part of these 
were imported from the Argentine Prov­ 
inces and Brazil. Formerly this was the 
leading industry and Paraguay has un­ 
doubtedly great natural advantages as a 
cattle-breeding country. 
It is conceded 
that the climate is too hot for sheep, of 
which it is estimated there are only 32,350 
in the country. The recuperation in the 
cattle industry has been quite remarkable, 
considering that out of the large number 
of stock in the country before the war, not 
more than 15,000 were left in 1870. 
Canada unleached ashes of average qua­ 
lity, as shown by thirteen analyses made 
by Professor Storer, contain 5.77 per cent, 
of potash, 39 per cent, of lime, and 
1.17 per cent, of phosphoric acid. 
Esti­ 
mating the potash . at six cents per 
pound, the ashes are worth, say, 35 cents 
(34.62) per 100 pounds, and the phosphoric 
acid (estimated at S cents per pound) 
about 9 ceDts. 
Throwing in the lime as 
worthless, these ashes are worth 44 cents 
per 100 pounds. Unleached ashes, how­ 
ever, are a very variable quantity, de­ 
pending upon moisture, sand and the like. 
If all fruit sent to market was assorted 
and graded there would be fewer com­ 
plaints of low prices. A few inferior 
specimens thrown in with choiee fruit will 
tend to lower the price of the whole. Uni- 
formitv in appearance and quality is the 
best inducement to the purchaser, and if 
he find that the fruit at the bottom of the 
basket is equal to that at the top he will 
ask for more of the same kind. The 
market will never be found overstocked 
with choice, uniform fruit. Appearance 
is a great factor in securing quick sales. 
It has been found by experience that 
the best cows are the most affected in their 
milk and butter yield when taken from 
home, put on to the cars and .landed in 
a 
strange 
place 
with 
unusual 
sur­ 
roundings. It causes a serious shrink­ 
age of the mess of milk and a no less 
serious 
depreciation 
in 
its 
quality. 
Hence, public milk and butter tests have 
no real value. The best cow suffers most 
and the poorest least, but both are dis­ 
turbed, and have the lacteal system more 
or less deranged. 
No cow can give large yields of milk 
unless she is a heavy feeder and is sup­ 
plied with all she can eat. 
It is no ad­ 
vantage to have an animal that is known 
as a "light feeder.” 
The light feeder is 
usually a light producer; but there are 
cows, however, which do not eat large 
quantities of food, but produce well in pro­ 
portion to the amount consumed. 
The 
best animal is the one that converts the 
largest quantity of food into the largest 
amount of butter or milk in the shortest 
period of time. 
Among many dairymen the main effort 
appears to be to get rid of work and re­ 
sponsibility. 
They want to have as little 
care as possible, and we believe they would 
like to get rid of the trouble of thinking. 
They sell their milk by the wholesale to 
some milk route or factory, and appear to 
do all in their power to get time to sit and 
stand around and complain of hard times. 
If they had the energy to work up their 
own milk at home into first-class butter or 
cheese they would have less time and less 
cause for grumbling. 
At this season of the year milking has 
to be done after dark, and therefore by ar­ 
tificial light. 
Only well-guarded lanterns 
should be used in the stable, and these 
should be securely hung on hooks in safe 
places, so that they can by no means get 
broken or knocked down. 
W ith the great­ 
est of care there is an element of extra 
danger in using artificial lights about a 
stable or barn. The burning of Chicago, 
one of the greatest conflagrations on record, 
was started by the kicking over of a lamp 
by a cow. 
Farming is a business that requires 
judgment in every department. 
The 
farmer should not place his dependence 
upon a single crop, for such a crop may 
be lessened in yield by an unfavorable 
season, or in value by prices in a fluctu­ 
ating market. 
Diversified farming re­ 
duces the liability of failure, and per­ 
mits of better cultivation and longer sea­ 
sons for work. 
Prices may be low on some 
crops and high on others, the result de­ 
pending on the seasons and area cultivated. 
Just at this time, when the turkey has a 
monopoly of the market, it is well to say 
that the goose is fully its equal in eveiy 
respect. The only objection to the goose 
is its dark flesh, but that does not affect its 
quality. As comparad with the turkey, 
the goose is juicy, the turkey dry. There 
is fully as much breast meat on the goose, 
and its flesh is tender. 
We do not advise 
old geese for the table, as they are better 
for breeding purposes than younger ones; 
but a goose not over a year old is a luxury. 
—Mirror. 


Several devices are mentioned from time 
to time in the papers to prevent cows from 
kicking. It will not work in every case, 
but this would frequently be a good 
remedy: 
Take the man who handles a 
heifer "and tie both feet together so that he 
cannot kick; put a gag in his mouth so that 
he cannot swear, and tie both hands behind 
his back so that he cannot pinch the 
heifer’s teats. That would keep a good 
many cows from kicking.— Western Rural. 
The saving of the various substances 
that are supposed to possess no value, by 
adding them to the manure heap, amounts 
to a large item in the course of a year. 
There is nothing grown on the farm, either 
by seeding for the crop or voluntary 
growth of weeds, that will not contribute 
something to the fertility of the soil if the 
materials are appropriated to the purposes 
for which they are adapted. Even weeds 
can be made useful in enriching the soil. 
Get a hogshead and use it for storing 
the poultry droppings. 
By next spring it 
will be found that several hogsheads have 
been saved if the flock is large. The 
quantity of manure made by poultry can­ 
not be estimated until the experiment of 
attempting to save it is made, when those 
who have not done so before will be sur­ 
prised at the large quantity derived, 
which will not include that which is lost 
on the range. 
Many animals refuse food and lose appe­ 
tite simply for the lack of a little salt to 
give the food a pleasant taste. Animals 
will reject tasteless food as well as humans. 
Salt is essential to digestion, and it should 
be provided. There need be no fear of 
giving too much salt if the food is slightly 
seasoned with it. 
A small quantity of salt 
and water sprinkled over the hay or added 
to the mash will induce the animals to 
relish it. 
A dairyman complains that the result of 
breeding'grades to thoroughbred bulls has 
not been altogether satisfactory. Well, 
while such breeding will always raise the 
standard, it must not be forgotton that if 
you want a certain kind of animal the only 
way to get it with absolute certainty is to 
breed from a thoroughbred dam and sire. 
Any other kind of breeding, while it im­ 
proves, may not be just what we would 
like. 
Cabbage stalks should be left in the 
ground when the heads are wanted for use, 
as they will throw up sprouts and give a 
good yield of greens. 
In some sections the 
stalks (after the heads have been cut off) 
are replanted, close together, and covered 
with litter, with cornstalks over the litter. 
Earlv in the spring the litter is removed 
and the stalks made to provide greens. 
Plowing and preparing the ground for 
corn may be done at any time when the 
ground is not frozen. The better the 


preparation of the ground the more plant- 
food available for the voung corn in the 
spring. This is an excellent time for turn­ 
ing up the cut-worms, as exposure to frost 
destroys them. 
Plowing also permits the 
frost to pulverize the clods. 
The mainspring of farming is the seed. 
It is more important to secure good seed 
than to prepare for its reception in the 
soil. The failure of seed to germinate 
may cost the farmer the loss of an entire 
crop. The seed is something that the 
farmer should carefully examine now, 
before spring opens, by testing it in boxes 
of earth under glass. 
Lime has the advantage of being benefi­ 
cial at all seasons, though its effects in the 
soil mav not be immediate. 
It never in­ 
jures land if properly applied, and though 
its results may be unsatisfactory at first, 
yet the effects are lasting, the lime applied 
this year proving beneficial in the future. 
Lime is cheap and should be used freely. 
A small quantity of bone dust placed be­ 
neath the ground around the stem of young 
fruit trees, but not directly in contact with 
the tree, will prevent gophers from work­ 
ing and doing damage. 
Bone dust is one 
of the very best of fertilizers. 
Never prop a fruit tree, says the JVeir 
England Homestead. 
If the ioad is too 
heavy thin the fruit, and make what is 
left better than it could possibly be if 
overcrowded. 
If wire is placed around the limbs of 
trees or the trunks of trees for any reason 
—and it is used to fasten on ¡altéis—do not 
let it remain so long as that the tree out­ 
grows it. 
During the winter make up your mind 
just what kind of a garden you will have 
next summer, and how you will lay it out. 
The farmer who moves into a new coun­ 
try should attend to setting out fruit trees 
just as quickly as possible.

them. 
It is the more feared and disliked 
because it often includes some of the 
brightest scholars, girls who enjoy the 
opportunity to use their sharp tongues 
freely on their fellows, secure of the appre­ 
ciation and admiration of the faithful few 
whom they do not cause to wince. 
The Gushing Set is silly, but kindlier. 
Its members go about with arms inter­ 
twined, chatter and giggle a great deal, 
and frequently pounce upon each other 
with estatic little shakes or sudden kisses. 
They whisper and write notes ; they tease 
each other and blush; tjiev always have 
au important secret, or several important 
secrets, to talk about in corners; they are 
fervently devoted to one another, but quite 
pleasant and amiable to other people when 
they happen to remember their existence. 
The girls forming each set regard them­ 
selves as intimate friends, but the ways in 
which they manifest their intimacy also 
differ. The gushers often display more 
affection than consideration, ana in forget­ 
ting formalities are too apt to forget also 
much essential politeness. They are also 
reckless in their confidences. 
They often 
have to suffer scorching cheeks when they 
remember, in a cooler moment, the foolish 
things they have said. 
The sarcastic girls occasionally turn 
their tongues against one another, and the 
offended exclusives, in council assembled, 
resolve to exclude one of their own num­ 
ber.

WHAT SHALL WE EAT? 
A physician, writing on the food neces­ 
sary to give sustenance, says that if a per­ 
son uses up his brain faster than he 
makes it, he soon becomes nervous and ir­ 
ritable. 
If he does not assimilate enough 
food to supply its demands his mind is 
sure to become weak. 
The healthiest and 
strongest individuals even should eat a far 
greater proportion of meat than of vege­ 
table food. Beef should be taken as the 
standard meat. 
It answers every purpose 
of the system. 
Veal and pork are not as 
easily digested. 
Pork, so far as its compo­ 
sition goes, is an excellent food for nervous 
persons, but it is not readily digested. 
Yet, in the army we used to think nothing 
better for the wounded men than bacon. 
As a rule, salt meat is not adapted to the 
requirements of the nervous individual, as 
nutritious juices to a great extent go iuto 
the brine. 
The flesh of wild birds is more tender 
and more easily digested than that of 
tame ones. 
This is accounted for by the 
greater amount of exercise they take, 
thereby renewing their flesh more rapidly 
and making it younger than that of birds 
which have been domesticated. This is a sug­ 
gestion that might be of benefit to women 
of sedentary habits who are desirous of pro­ 
longing an appearance of youth. Fish of 
all kinds is a good food for the nervously 
inclined. 
Raw eggs, contrary to the gen­ 
eral opinion, are not as digestible as those 
that have been cooked. 


A NOTION 
Has been prevalent that persons have in­ 
juring their indigestion by eating too 
much. 
The fact is that most persons dou’t 
eat enough. There are more persons killed 
every year from insufficiency of nourish­ 
ment than by overloading their stomachs. 
Many of those who do eat a sufficient 
quantity are prevented by disease from di­ 
gesting a sufficient quantity for the econo­ 
my of their systems. The very first thing 
for any one to do who has exhausted him­ 
self by mental work, or who has been bom 
weak and irritable, is to furnish his brain 
with nourishment either to repair the dam­ 
age it has sustained, or to build it into a 
strong, healthv condition. 
People in this 
condition usually suffer from nervous dys­ 
pepsia. Their stomachs are unable to per­ 
form the work of assimilation. 
Owing to 
the deficient nerve power of the individ­ 
ual the food lies in the stomach unacted 
upon by the gastric juice, because there is

any power, 
r oou, instead of helping to 
renew the body, and the nervous system 
with the rest, undergoes fermentation, and 
the body and brain it should nourish may 
starve. 
The person is in a worse state 
than if the food had no been taken, for the 
fermentation generates acids and gas. 
Nervous individuals may derive all the 
fat they need from sugar and starch. 
It is 
better, however, for those of weak digestive 
organs, or whose nerves are in a highly sen­ 
sitive state, to get it from the animal 
kingdom than to compel 
their feeble 
stomachs, intestines and pancreas to create 
it out of these articles. Good bread, sweet 
butter and meat are the best for the nerves. 
People troubled with insomnia, nervous 
starting from sleep and sensations of fall­ 
ing can oft be cured by limiting themselves 
to a diet of milk alone for a time. 
An 
adult should tike’a pint of milk and take 
four meals daily. 
People with weak 
nerves require a larger quantity of water 
than those whose brains and nerves are 
strong. 
It aid in the digestion of food by 
making it soluble, and seems to have a 
direct tonic effect. 
By proper eating and 
drinking we 
should have fewer broken-down, nervous 
wrecks, and far more vigorous intellects. 
The present human species cannot elimi­ 
nate flesh from its food and amount to a 
row of pins. The fancy that nothing but 
vegetables should lie eaten is apt to over­ 
take every one somewhere in life. It is 
due to some disorganization, and usually 
passes away with the disturbance that 
created it.

Mass. That the price of this fabric has 
been mercilessly cut down from season to 
season there can be no doubt. 
There was 
a time within a few years when it was 
thought that the tapestry mills would be 
wiped out of existence by the cheapness 
and plentifulness of Brussels, but just now 
the position of the two industries seems 
reversed, and there is a positive buoyancy 
in tapestry and tapestry velvet circles. 
It 
has been a long time since tapestry velvets 
were as popular as now, and the low price 
at which they have been sold has, we 
imagine, diverted Brussels buyers in favor 
of the pile fabric. 


WALL HANGINGS. 
For the latest in “wall hangings” the 
wide friezes continué to rule, and many 
new patterns in these goods in both twenty 
and thirty-inch will be produced.

NIGHT CLOTHING*. 
A singular and striking anomaly in the 
habits of present-day people is the great 
contrast in the amount and kind of cloth­ 
ing worn during the day and at night, 
especially in winter. When the air is 
cold and the weather inclement, it is the 
general custom to wear garments of extra 
thickness and warmth and to sit around 
roaring fires, but on going to bed ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred people pass 
from the warm living rooms into chilly 
bedrooms. 
Conventionality has habituated one to 
the custom, but a really serious contempla­ 
tion of it cannot fail to make the utter 
absurdity of the custom d e a r l y apparent. 
If thin night garments are worn and cold 
sheets preferred, it stands to reason that 
the warmth botli lack should be present in 
the atmosphere. To heat the body and 
then to suddenly deprive it of its caloric, 
is contrary to both science and to common 
sense. 
Dwellers in foreign countries al­ 
most invariably sleep in flannel garments, 
and the backwoodsman wraps himself in a 
stout woolen blanket and defies the ele­ 
ments. 
They are sensible. The human 
frame should undoubtedly be clothed in 
woolen garments, for wool is a bad con­ 
ductor of heat. 
Enveloped in flannel, the 
Uody maintains a normal temperature, 
’which is of the greatest importance. 
No sooner does the temperature fall than 
the action of the various functions be­ 
comes impaired ; 
the nerves get out of 
gear, and the whole system suffers disor­ 
ganization. 
Who has not, at some time, 
felt so cold that it-was impossible to sleep ? 
That is an example of the influence of the 
blood over the I-rain and nervous system. 
The question of warmth cánnot be over­ 
rated. 
But let no one run away with the idea 
that the more clothing and the thicker 
piled on their beds, the better for health. 
Nothing could be more absurd. One does 
not want weight, nor too great heat. 
A 
healthy temperature can be attained by 
wearing a flannel night suit and sleeping 
between blankets, which should be as reg­ 
ularly cleansed as those made of other 
materials. 
Let suflerers from chronic 
colds try this regime, as well as those af­ 
flicted with sluggish circulation, and the 
accompanying annoyances of cold feet and 
other sleep-disturbing afflictions. 


A DELICIOUS DISH 
For desert, to be eaten cold with cake, is 
made of oranges in this m anner: I’are five 
or six oranges and cut them iuto thin 
slices, pour a cupful of pulverized sugar 
over them : boil one pint of milk, add 
while boiling the yolks of three eggs well 
beaten, and one tablespoonful of corn 
starch which you have first rubbed smooth 
in a little cold milk. 
You must stir this 
constantly until it begins to thicken like 
custard, then remove from the fire and 
pour over the oranges: beat the whites of 
the eggs to a froth, add a tablespoonful of 
white sugar: put this over the custard, and 
set in the oven a few minutes to brown. If 
you dislike the taste of cornstarch substi­ 
tute two eggs or a tablespoonful of gelatine.

INTERESTING 
STATEMENTS 
ABOUT 
BEAZIL AND THE LATE EM PESOE. 


The Rio correspondent of the New York 
Times is the clearest writer on Brazilian 
politics who has informed the public since 
the deposition of Dorn Pedro. There are 
force, vigor and the ear-marks of truth 
about all his letters that inspire confidence 
in them. According to this intelligent 
writer, there has been considerable mis­ 
conception in this country of the character 
of Dom Pedro. 
W hile we have been 
justified in regarding the late Emperor as 
a thoroughly good man, kind in all his re­ 
lations with his people, solicitous for their 
esteem, and a friend of education and gen­ 
eral knowledge, he tells us that we are in 
error in ranking the Emperor as pos­ 
sessed of great statesmanlike qualities. 


Tin tue contrary, II16 prog.. ? that 
j 
has mttde in the last fifteen or twenty 1 
years is to be credited more to her legis­ 
lators, ministers and political sages, than 
to the Emperor. For instance, he declares 
that the influence of Benjamin Constant 
in the army and navy has been far supe­ 
rior to that of any other. 
That such men 
as Constant by their genius made the 
officers and men of both branches republi­ 
cans from principle. His influence among 
the educated classes of the country has 
been phenomenal, and he was in a sense 
looked upon by the educated with rever­ 
ence. Such men as he had more to do 
w ith the republicanizing of Brazil than 
either the tolerance or the defects of Dam 
Pedro. 
This republicanizing has been going on 
for two decades, and the late revolu­ 
tion should not therefore be spoken of as 
sudden or as the result of the sudden con­ 
viction that the monarchy was not the best 
for the country. On the contrary, it was 
the natural result of a long period of sober 
thought among the best of the people. 
As 
to the Emperor, the correspondent asserts 
that he has been that in name only for a 
long time. Years ago he gave over the 
affairs of State, and refused to assume re­ 
sponsibility regarding them. He gave 
himself up to the savants, and these, be­ 
cause of the Emperor’s devotion to science, 
books and the arts, of all which he had a 
superficial knowledge, lauded him to the 
world as one of the greatest and the wisest 
and best of rulers. 
The truth was most 
of the time he was giving to philosophy, 
to astronomy, to engineering, to mechan­ 
ics, to science, research and the arts, was 
taken from duty to the State. He allowed 
the political character of the times to 
concern him in the very least possible de­ 
gree. 
Whenever an affair of State was 
presented, he generally shifted the respon­ 
sibility upon his ministers, and refused to 
consider the question or to advise with 
them upon it. 
A single instance of many 
is given, and it is so clearly illustrative of 
what the correspondent affirms was the 
general rule that we quote quite fully; 
Dunns: the Paraguayan war. while a Liberal 
Ministry was in power, General Pelotas, who 
was In command ol the army in Rio Grande de 
Sul and the Ministry, became embroiled in a 
controversy, and as neither would yield, one ol 
two things had to be done—either Pelotas must 
be removed or the Ministry must resign. Pelo­ 
tas was at the head of a considerable force and 
was personally popular with the people of Rio 
Grande de Sul; the Ministry hesitated to disci­ 
pline him and resolved to resign. The Prime 
Minister went to the Emperor to advise him of 
the situation. He was, as usual, engaged in 
come congenial study, as Louis L \ I. used to be 
employed in lock-making, and after hearing 
what the Minister had to say directed him to 
summon the Council of State, and then went 
back to his studies. 
, . 
_ 
The Council met at the palace and the Em­ 
peror, being informed, came in and briefly 
stated why thev had been summoned and told 
them that they must settle the thing among 
themselves, and went back to his laboratory or 
to his books. In the absence »f the Emperor 
the Prime Minister presided as President of the 
Council. He said to the Conservative members 
th at rather than endanger the cause of the em­ 
pire in the prosecution of the war, by deposing 
Pelotas andthereby running the risk of his re­ 
fusing to submit to the discipline, they must re­ 
sign. in d he had requested the Emperor to call 
« Conservative to iorm a new Ministry. The 
Conservative members of the Council, after con­ 
sultation declined to accede to this. General 
llo r a s was a Conservative, and if they, under 
fhe circumstances, came into power, their 
partv would be subject to the. imputation that 
it had taken advantage of a situation brought 
«bout bv a miiitarv commander who was one of 
fhem M litto d iv .' The Liberals insisted that 
thevV oiüd resign and the Conservatives stood 
C m in their refusal to take over the Govern­ 
ment 
The Emperor was sent for and the situ-

he was ready to do whatever his councilors de- 
?lded and as thev had not decided anything he 
w oS d retire and 'await their decision.

But that was not all. Dom Pedro was 
vain to a fault. That is, vain of his varied 
superficial knowledge in engineering, as­ 
tronomy, geographical research and the 
like, and as are all men of that class, he 
was the slave of flattery. This led the 
people to pity him, and pity is a close 
cousin to contempt, which in his case was 
withheld by respect for his personal good­ 
ness and the memory of his early aehiev- 
ments. He appeared to be oblivious to 
the political scheming of his son-in-law, 
the Count d’Eu, and his wife, the Princess, 
though the whole country knew of it, and 
hatred of the pair was almost universal. 
In the light of these allegations, it is 
easy to understand that the people re­ 
spected Dom Pedro as a man, while thev 
made no protest at the dethronement 
of the Emperor. They looked upon him 
as good, kind, weak. Too feeble in mental 
power to longer grasp and hold the reins 
of government; too good to be concerned 
for a moment in any attempt to subvert 
the liberties of the people; too absorbed in 
his love for science, study and arehreolog- 
ical and geographical research to give due 
thought to the affairs of State. Happily, 
Brazil has had strong and wise men in her 
councils, and has been favored with some 
of the most sagacious of politicians, more 
devoted to their country than to their par­ 
ties. We are assured that the republic has 
come to slay, that there is in its provis­ 
ional form nothing ol weakness, that it is 
strong in the content of the people with it, 
and that the resistance that has been made 
to it is only such as might be expected in 
any nation upon a radical change of the 
form of government. 


TWADDLE ABOUT DEVOTION TO ART. 


There is a great deal of trash and twad­ 
dle put before the world in the name of 
art. 
Art, in tact, is made to bear a multi­ 
tude of burdens that it has no part in cre­ 
ating. Here, now, is a lot of gush going 
about the prints of the country concerning 
an actress that is simply insulting to art. 
It is related that the father of an actress 
suddenly died, and that his daughter was 
greatly afflicted by the loss. 
At the time 
she was playing as the star at a New York 
theater. The father died on Saturday aud 
was buried on Monday. On Tuesday the 
woman reappeared upon the stage, and the 
following is a sample of wBat the local 
press had to say of the action, the morning 
following: 
Her father was buried yesterday and then she 
remembered, as all true artists do, only her 
duty to her art and the public. She has never 
played Rosalind w ith more apparent- spirit and 
grace than she did last evening. Once behind 
the footlights, her private grief was swallowed 
in her public duty, and until the curtain fell on 
the last act no person in the audience not con­ 
versant with the facts would have dreamed that 
a heavy heart was disguised under her smiling 
face. There are few actresses who eonld have | 
passed an ordeal of this kind as she has done, 
and fewer still who would have attempted it. 
and she is deserving of the highest praite from 
a public which she has never willfully disap­ 
pointed. That she belongs wholly to her art 
has been demonstrated thoroughly. 
So far as her assumption of business was 
concerned she occupied precisely the posi­ 
tion, if she chose to take it. of any one 


else wiio has lost a relative by death. She 
was playing for money and she returned to 
her work on the level with the bereaved 
shopkeeper who takes down his shutters 
after the funeral day, for the world must 
move and men and women must labor, 
though death comes. 
But in her case she 
was not compelled to return a t once to the 
stage for she is a woman of means. 
But 
the offense of the excuse offered for the 
actress is found in the assumption that her 
return to her work was a sacrifice to art 
for one thing, and from a high sense of 
duty to the public for another. Now 
neither of these claims are true. Art 
makes no demand of that character; it is 
a gentle and loving mistress, and harsh 
exaction is not congenial to it. We would 
be greatly edified if the New York Times, 
from which we clip the extract given 
above, will point out wherein dramatic art 
demanded of the lady that she should sac­ 
rifice her feelings and assume a false face, 
when she has ample means at her com­ 
mand to retire for a period of mourning if 
she so desired. 
So far as duty to the public is concerned, 
we fail to understand what claim the thea­ 
ter-going public had upon the actress that 
she should appear at all. On the con­ 
trary, if she had not appeared, it would not 
have paid her its money, but would have 
sought amusement or entertainment else­ 
where. It had no contract with the 
actress that bound her to wear a mask for 
a moment. Discharge of duty is heroic 
when it demands sacrifice of self for the 
good, even the pleasure of others, or to 
save others from suffering and death. 
It 
is simply self-service when the good of self 
is alone concerned. 
The 
actress was, 
therefore, serving self only in appearing on 
the stage while the funeral weeds were yet 
on. Not even her contract with her man­ 
ager would admit of the art plea or 
the gush about duty. As between the 
actress and the manager, it would lie 
simply and only a question of the measure 
of damages, if anything. There is every 
now and then a flood of rhetorical gush 
about faithfulness to the public and devo­ 
tion to art by dramatic people, when at the 
bottom it is simply dollars and cents, and 
not sentiment, that accounts for the sup­ 
posed sacrifice of self upon the altar of art 
and at the shrine of the public. 


MOEE WORDS 
FOR W RITERS. 


The Ladies’ Home Journal talks very sen­ 
sibly to contributors to the press when it 
says briefly “to perturbed literary spirits,” 
that whether authors believe it or not, the 
editor of the representative journal in any 
community is more anxious to discover 
merit in a manuscript than the author is 
to have him do so. However strangely 
this may sound to the writers for the press, 
we can certify to its exact truth. 
The 
reason is clear to the thoughtful. The 
editors of any of the departments of a 
good paper are at all times solicitious to 
secure fresh, novel, original matter. 
For 
such is demanded by the readers of the 
day and the aim of the editor is to meet, 
while he at the same time endeavors to 
mold, the public taste. It follows that if 
writers for the press will take as much 
care in the preparation of their manuscript 
for the editor’s eye as he does in prepar­ 
ing his departments for publication, they 
will greatly enlarge the chances of accept­ 
ance of their contributions. 
There is no 
doubt that many a worthy production is 
lost to the world because it is so indiffer­ 
ently prepared for reading in manuscript 
that the editor’s patience is exhausted be­ 


fore he had half deciphered it. Moreover, 
the rythm, the harmony, the flowing 
sequence of the sentences are weakened, 
and even the marshaling of the argument, 
if the eye halts much, and stumbles over 
sentences. 
The manuscripts which go to the waste 
basket that have high merit are almost 
countless, because the editor cannot and 
will not rewrite the matter. 
Let writers 
take a great deal more care to furnish 
clear, easily read manuscript text, and 
there will be much more of acceptance and 
far more of contributions will be immortal­ 
ized in print than now. 
For dispute it as 
we may, there is a growing habit aud 
fashion among most 
writers 
for the 
press of slovenly manuscript. 
If writ­ 
ers will keep this important fact in view 
constantly, they will save themselves a 
world of worry, to wit—your manuscript is 
always read. It may be that the reading 
is beset with such difficulties that the 
editor declines to re-edit the contribution. 
It may be, in few cases, that a half raiding 
will content the editor, and that he will 
reject upon so much of examination, but if 
he docs, it will be for cause, and that cause 
in the larger number of cases is to be 
found in 
the 
indifferent 
manner in 
which 
you 
have 
submitted 
your 
production. 
For 
we 
repeat, 
the 
desire for fresh 
matter, for 
original 
contributions, is so great that no manu­ 
script is cast aside without good cause or 
without examination, except, so far as the 
latter condition is concerned, it comes 
from one of those whose style is wel! 
known in the office of publication, and 
whose mere signature is equivalent to con­ 
demnation. 
Another thing that writers for the press 
should liear in mind in common charity, is 
the fact tiiat rejection is not necessarily 
condemnation of style, or disapproval of 
the thought of the writer. There are a 
dozen other reasons for rejection than the 
method of the writer, the manner in which 
the text is written or the idea involved. 
The chief of these reasons are the policy 
of the paper, the extent to which the 
same subject has been treated in the jour­ 
nal, and the judgment of the editor as to 
the wisdom of considering the matter fur­ 
ther. For each writer is apt to imagine 
that his contribution is as timely and as 
worthy of publication as any that have 
preceded it, and the 
contributor has 
no means of knowing how many others 
have contemporaneously submitted papers 
on the same subject, nor can he determine’ 
when the 'lim it of discussion has been 
reached, nor have knowledge of the many 
reasons that operate with the journalist 
to lead him to reject a manuscript exclus- 
sive of its intrinsic demerits. 
But, as a 
rule, the submitted manuscript is read 
however laborious the task, and the arti- 
cie considered upon its merits, and as a 
rule, too, the better the manuscript in 
chirography and general arrangement, in­ 
cluding paragraphing, punctuation, etc., 
the greater the probabilities of its accept­ 
ance.

SCURRILOUS JOURNALISM. 


The New York Tribune lifts its voice in 
indignant protest against 
the growing 
tendency of a certain order of journalism 
to disregard the privacy of domestic life 
and to make the purely private concerns 
of individuals the themes for public con­ 
sideration. 
It cites as an instance a news­ 
paper which lately gave an account of the 
appearance of a number of wemen who 
are in society in one of our American 
cities. Not one of these women is a pub­ 
lic character. 
It says: “ None of them 
are charged with the commission of any 
offense. They are all pursuing the even 
tenor of their ways in private life. Never­ 
theless, the newspaper turns the sunlight 
of publicity upon them, describing them 
with a coarseness and a vulgarity that are 
simply abominable. 
Thus one of them is 
said to wear a gown which tends ‘ to con­ 
ceal her rather awkward figure.’ 
Another 
has ‘a very homely and rather sullen 
face.’ 
A third h a s ‘an intensely disagree­ 
able expression.’ 
A fourth has a bad fig­ 
ure, ‘ and she walks as if she had swal­ 
lowed an umbrella and it had grown 
against her backbone.’ 
Douglas Jerrold 
once said that there were compensations 
in all vocations, and that if he were an 
undertaker there were some people whom 
he could serve professionally with great 
satisfaction. 
"What 
manly undertaker 
would not serve professionally with great 
satisfaction an editor who had shown him­ 
self capable of maltreating innocent and 
defenseless women ?” 
Unfortunately there are men in plenty 
who deem the possession of types and 
presses license to invade privacy and to 
parade the private affairs of any family 
that greed or viciousness may select. 
If 
there is raised any protesting voice against 
this disregard of human rights, the cry 
goes up that the freedom of the press 
is assailed. When its freedom becomes 
license to malign, caricature and lampoon 
those who have no way given cause for 
being held up to the public gaze, it is time 
to reconsider the freedom of the press and 
to seriously think upon limitations for it. 
True, the law of libel is supposed to afford 
the injured adequate remedy. 
But the 
appeal to it is oftener worse for the in­ 
jured party than suffering under the injus­ 
tice. Probably the best remedy, after all, 
for such outrages as the Tribune refers to is 
a stout lash well wielded by the hands of 
indignant heads of families. 
It is said by one contemporary com­ 
menting upon the subject “that the vic­ 
tims may content themselves with the 
consolation that the judgment of commu­ 
nities in the end estimates all such jour 
nalism at its true value, and that they who 
are conscious of their innocence of offense 
need not fear the assaults of sensational 
and Paul Pry newspapers.” 
That is true^ 
but human nature is what it is, and not 
what we may wish it to be. 
Men and 
women who are held np to public ridicule 
without reason, and whose privacy is laid 
open to the world of the curious vulgar, 
cannot salve their wounds with such re­ 
flection, except in rare instances. The 
mass of people thus dragged to the public 
gaze are sensitive and keenly alive to the 
indignity of such treatment. 
It is one of the anomalies of this order 
of journalism that the men who indulge in 
it are themselves exceedingly jealous of 
such treatment as they administer to oth­ 
ers. 
Let the members of their families be 
criticised as in the instance cited by the 
Tribune, and they turn with hot indigna­ 


tion and seek the handiest weapon to pun-1 
ish the offender. 
This being true, it is 
perhaps the best remedy for the evil of 
which they are the authors to treat them 
precisely as their own code provides, act­ 
ing upon the truth accepted by all true 
journalists, that the relation of the man to 
the newspaper does not free him from the 
obligation to be a gentleman, and that no 
one has either moral or legal right to say 
that in print which he is not prepared to 
answer for in person. 


ODD CENSUS METHODS. 


The officials superintending the taking 
of the United States census for 1890 are 
endeavoring to collect a vast mass of statis­ 
tics through the unreliable method of 
“volunteer,” or rather “solicited” contri­ 
bution. 
Thus, office men, journalists, 
bankers, city officials, State officers, insur­ 
ance agents, teachers of schools, directors 
of school districts, Postoflioe clerks, and a 
small army of others, have received bulky 
bundles of blanks with the request to fill 
them out to the best of their ability on a 
hundred or more of subjects, and return 
them to the chief census officer at Wash­ 
ington. One package received at this of­ 
fice would command the exclusive labor of 
a skilled clerk aud accomplished statis­ 
tician for two weeks to till. That is to say, 
to ascertain the facts asked for in these 
blanks would necessitate a long search of a 
score of official records, and a longer time 
for intricate calculations concerning muni­ 
cipal expenses, debts, taxation, division of 
expenses among institutions, and so on, 
from the year 18S0 down to the present 
time, and for each year separately in that 
decade. One set of blanks shown us asked 
a citizen to furnish statistics of corpora­ 
tions doing business in Sacramento, that 
could not be gathered, much less calculated 
in a month’s time, if ten hours a day were 
devoted to the task. 
If this is the method the Superintendent 
of the Census is employing throughout the 
whole country, the statistical reports of 
the census of 1890 will not be wortii the 
paper on which they will he printed. Sup­ 
pose all the citizens who are asked to do 
this gratuitous work for the Government 
respond fully with reports, what is the 
Superintendent going to do with them 
when he receives thg returns ? 
How is he 
to determine which to reject and what to 
accept'! W hat knowledge can he have ol 
the reliability of the returns made, and 
how is he to ascertain that the work has 
been done thoroughly ? The whole scheme 
is bad. 
The one and one only method of 
collecting official statistics is to appoint a 
thoroughly competent person in every sub­ 
district, to pay him well for the service 
and require his report to be made from 
facts gathered between exact dates, and 
those should be as close together as cir­ 
cumstances permit. 
If the census gatherings outside of the 
enumeration of population are to lie se­ 
cured in the manner that the circulation 
of these “volunteer” blanks would indi­ 
cate, we repeat that it will be a reckless 
waste of money on the part of the Interior 
Department to order the statistics printed. 
The nation is not so poor that it needs to 
resort to these “Cheap John methods” of 
ascertaining the statistics 
of national 
wealth, State and city production, manu­ 
factures, educational facilities, municipal 
systems, etc. 
As we understand the mat­ 
ter it was not the intention of Congress 
that there should be anywhere near the 
detail entered into in the taking of the 
census in this year that* was employed in 
1880. It is probable, therefore, that the 
new Superintendent is endeavoring 
to 
gather matter for which no financial pro­ 
vision has been made, and hence he is re­ 
sorting to the method ind;cated. 
If so, 
the sooner it is abandoned the better, for 
any aggregates ascertained from the free 
sources referred to will prove valueless to 
the general public and will not be consid­ 
ered worth a farthing by statisticians. 


T h e r e will not probably be so m uch 
gossip hereafter about the valley towns and 
cities of this State being exposed to the 
risk of floods from overflow of rivers, since 
Portland and Salem, Oregon, have been 
under water, and the damage is said to ex­ 
ceed 8-5,000,000. 
Here we have the record 
of sixty houses swept away in Salem alone, 
and of streets in Portland so badly flooded 
that business offices can be approached 
only in boats, while very many have been 
driven to second floors, and bridges have 
been wrecked and factories up the river 
washed away. 
No one seems to consider 
such facts at all sensational or alarming, 
but let the Sacramento or Feather rivers 
rise so much as a foot, and the entire State 
looks solicitous and wise, and solemnly ad­ 
vises the people of the valley cities ánd 
towns to prepare to move. 
Nothing in 
the history of the winter is more provoca­ 
tive of smiles than the solicitude of other 
cities for the safety of those of the Sacra­ 
mento valley, at the very hour when other 
communities that no one supposed were at 
all liable to the evils of a flood, have been 
suffering from inundation of their towns 
and cities. 


ESCALANTE. 


“ O rle a n s ” 
D efends 
th e 
New 
lo w n 
A gainst th e A tta c k s of E nem ies. 
Tne Woodland Mail, on the 6th instant, 
published the following communication in 
regard to the town of Escalante—originally 
named Esperanza: 
Ed. M ail: Several articles have recently 
appeared in the papers inimical to the new 
town of Escalante and its surroundings. 
Some of your readers might infer that an 
attempt had been made to build up a new 
town to the injury of Madison and Capay. 
It might be well, if you have the space to 
spare, to give the public the facts in the 
case as near as may be, as to a certain ex­ 
tent what benefits one portion of the 
connty benefits all. The road was built to 
Madison some thirteen years ago: but for 
some reason the business of the town 
amounted to but little more than that of 
Cottonwood before the railroad was built. 
As this has been the shipping point of the 
western part of the county, a different state 
of things should exist. Recently this rail­ 
road came into the hands of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company. In examining 
the situation with a view to extending the 
railroad line into Lake connty, the rich­ 
ness of the land, beauty of scenery and the 
adaptability of the soil to the growing of 
early fruits, dawned upon the minds of 
capitalists connected with the railroad in­ 
terests. Tbey organized a land company 
and purchased nearly a million dollars 
worth of fine lands 
and 
cut 
them 
into small holdings, and offered them 
at 
low 
prices, 
and 
on 
very 
easy 
terms to intending settlers. They also dis­ 
covered a fine location for a town-site, 
lying midway between the towns of Mad­ 
ison and Capay, that conld be improved by 
the business men of both of these towns, 
and their business houses could be moved 
at much less expense than to improve at 


the old locations. 
To make the matter 
harmor us the company agreed to afford 
th em fa tides for moving and iuru ish in g 
them a choice of lots. 
It was supposed 
th a t the ourse w ould be better for all par­ 
ties con. rned, as it w ould enable th e bus­ 
iness n a of both tow ns to hold to e bus­ 
iness 01 th e new tow n, u n til its grow th 
should y arra n t business m en to come in 
from th e antside. This plan was agreed to 
by som e of the largest business m en of 
M adison. 
O ne of w hom , how ever, has 
since changed his m ind and seem s to be 
th ? leading spirit in th e attack upon the 
new enterprise. 
Your correspondent seemed to feel hurt 
that Escalante should claim to be in the 
Capay valley country. 
The inference in­ 
tended to be conveyed is that the country 
np Cache creek, from the village of Capay. 
or Langville, is all there is of Capay valley. 
The Rancho Canada de Capay, from which 
Capay is supposed to be named, embraced 
the country around Escalante, a large por­ 
tion of Hungry Hollow valley, and the val­ 
ley above Langville. 
The facts are these as to eariy fruits : 
The raisins and fruit raised on the Moriu 
and other places near Rumsey’s are no 
earlier nor choicer than those raised on the 
Thomas place adjoining Escalante. The 
white figs growing in Aldrich’s garden, in 
Capay, are no larger, finer or earlier than 
those growing on the Wright place, south 
of Escalante. 
The winds are no more and 
no less in the valley above Capay than in 
the Hungry Hollow valley. The reason 
for this is obvious. The same line of hills 
that extend across the head of Capay, con­ 
tinue on east across the head of the Hungry 
Hollow valley, and down on easterly side 
of same to, and on the south side of Cache 
creek, forming the actual dividing line be­ 
tween the great Sacramento valley and the 
Cache Creek valley. These same hills cm 
off all the rough, cold winds coming down 
the Sacramento from the snowy mountain?, 
from most of the Cache creek lands. This 
is the reason for the absence of early and 
late frosts in the Capay country, and one 
reason why the raisins near Escalante are 
ready for market nearly a month earlier 
than those around Woodland. 
A few years since an expert in soils made 
an examination of this Cache creek coun­ 
try in connection with the Clear Lake 
basin. The Clear Lake countrv in past 
ages was volcanic. Cache creek is the only 
outlet of Clear Lake, and the flood of ages 
have been bringing down the very richest 
material in the world for land-making. 
Above the Yolo line, and below its south 
line in the great Sacramento valley, the 
soil is found to be very different, generally 
harder and more of a gravely nature. 
There should be no jealousies on the 
part of Madison and Capay. The plant of 
Escalante was intended to be for the best 
interests of all the citizens in this locality, 
and all were invited in building up a busi­ 
ness center and permanent homes that all 
could be proud of.

charged w ith the m urder of Edw ard P. 
Snook, we:, commenced.in the Poiice Court 
yesterday. The p’.ace was crowded a’mcst 
to suffocation by a crowd of interested 
spectators, of whom probably not one- 
fourth heard a word of the testim ony, but 
they stayed 
m anfully 
at 
their 
posts 
throughout the day, apparently satisfied 
with being allowed togaze upon the female 
witnesses. 
The first witness calied by the prosecu­ 
tion was J. F rank Clark, Coroner, who tes­ 
tified to the facts concerning the holding of 
the inquest on the body of Edward P. 
Snook. 
(The bullet extracted from the 
body of deceased was produced in Court.) 
W itness testified that no weapon wasfonnd 
on the body of Snook. 
John K. Brissell, who was first on the 
scene of the shooting, related the circum ­ 
stances attending the arrest of Chaiman 
ju st alter the shooting, as given before at 
the Coroner's Jury at the inquest, and 
already published. 
George Clark, Deputy Coroner, testified 
to the removal of the body of Snook from 
the Plaza, the position in which it was 
found, etc. No weapon was found on the 
body. 
City Physician Nichois testified to hav­ 
ing held the post-mortem exam ination of 
the body of the deceased, the nature of the 
wound, the extraction of the bullet, etc. 
On his crcss exam inaticn Dr. Nichols 
stated that he found the deceased to be the 
m ost p-rfectiy developed and weel-formed 
body he had ever seen at a post-mortem 
exam ination. 
Replying to a question by Mr. Johnson, 
witness -aid he thought that deceased m ust 
have beeo more than four feet distant from 
the party who shot him at the tim e the 
pistol was fired. 
Officer Harvey testified to having been 
one of the first to reach the scene cf the 
shooting. 
H e saw some persons hastening 
away from the place. Deceased’s hat was 
fouod some eighteen or twenty feet away 
from the body. 
Officer Asb, who was with officer Harvey 
at the tim e of the shooting, testified to sub­ 
stantially the sam e facts as at the Coroner's 
inque-'. 
H e identified the knife Taken 
from the person of the prisoner, and the 
pistol found in the street where Chaiman 
was arrested. 
On leaving the Plaza two 
ladies m et witness and Mr. Brissell with 
the prisoner, and one of them asked, “Is 
Ed. dead?” 
W itness said the prisoner 
stated that he expected trouble there, and 
had gone “fixed.” 
ANNIE WHEEL AN TESTIFIES. 
The next witness called was Miss Annie 
W heelan, the young woman who was with 
Chaim an at the tim e of the fatal meeting 
between him and Snook. The witness 
was quite pale as she took the stand, but 
gave her testim ony quite clearly. She said 
she had known Edward Snook a few 
weeks and Chaim an for about a year. 
Mr. Jones asked the witness to state the 
facts concerning any difficulty she had had 
with Chaiman. 
Mr. Johnson objecting thereto, Mr. Jones 
said the prosecution proposed to prove that 
Chaim an had arm ed him self oa the night 
of the shooting for the purpose of doing 
bodily injury to Miss W heelan ; that he 
was in the act of using violence toward her 
when Snook came up and undertook to de­ 
fend Miss W heelan and prevent a breach 
of the peace, and that Chaim an shot him 
for so doing. 
The Court sustained the objection by the 
defense so for as it related to anything that 
m ight have occurred pricr to the night of 
the shooting. 
W itness stated that she had told Chai­ 
m an that either he or she m ust leave the 
restaurant, where they were employed, as 
she had put up with his insults long 
enough. 
She made 


. 
THE APPOINTMENT AT THE PLAZA 
F or the reason that it was a public place, 
where they could discuss their differences 
w ith safety to herself, as she would not go 
to any private house or room to talk wi;b 
him . 
Miss W heelan said she m et Chaim an at 
the hour agreed (about 8:30 p. .m.), and had 
not informed any person ot the proposed 
m eeting. She had walked about the Plaza 
for some tim e before m eeting Chaiman. On 
their m eeting on N inth street they walked 
tow ard I street, talking, and both were 
angry. Chaim an was accusing her of some­ 
thing, which she was denyiDg. 
He em ­ 
phasized his rem arks by threatening de­ 
m onstrations. 
As Chaim an raised an arm 
as if to strike her, a m an grabbed Chaim an 
by the shoulders and said "See h e re !” 
A 
struggle ensued, and the hat of the m an 
(Snook) fell off. T he latter pushed Chai­ 
m an backward, and two pistol shots were 
fired in quick succession. 
Witness said she 
was greatly excited, and could not give a 
very clear account of w hat occurred. As 
the shots were fired one of the men fell, 
and witness recognized Mrs. Orr, who 
raised the head of the fallen m an, and ex­ 
claimed : 
“ My GOD, ANNIE ! HE’S DEAD 1” 
W itness asked, “W ho’s dead?" and Mrs. 
Orr replied, “ Ed. Snook.” 
W itness said 
she had not until then know n who it was 
th at had interfered to prevent Chaiman 
from assaulting her. D uring the scuffle 
between the m en witness heard Chaiman 
exclaim, "W ait a m in u te !” 
After the 
shooting Mrs. Orr and witness met a Mrs. 
Ballou at the Pacific Oyster House. 
A t the opening of the afternoon session 
Mr. Jones 
asked 
Miss W beelan what 
threats, if any, Chaim an had m ade against 
her, to which Mr. Johnson objected. 
The point was argued, and finally the 
Court sustained the objection. 
Miss W heelan said she ran from the 
scene of the shooting because she feared 
Chaim an would 3hoot her. She had gone 
but a short distance when she recognized 
Mrs. Orr holding the head of the m an who 
was shot. 
HER CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
• 
Miss W heelan was rigidly cross-exam­ 
ined by Mr. Johnson. She gave her age 
as 19 years. The witness was required to 
specify the various places where she had 
room ed during her residence in this city. 
She m entioned places on I street, J street, 
K street and O street where she had lodged: 
also on Second street, over the restaurant 
in which she was employed. She did not 
know any person named Jack D unn. Did 
know a Mrs. Lena Lang, who is employed 
w ith her at the Saddle Rock Restaurant. 
Lena Lang heard the witness m ake the ap­ 
pointm ent 
w ith 
Chaiman 
on Monday. 
W itness denied having told Mrs. Lang that 
she intended to have Chaim an whipped, 
and also denied that she had ever told Mrs. 
Lang that she intended having Chaiman 
punished. 
W itness, in reply to questions, stated 
that after the shooting she and Mrs. Orr 
w ent to Seventh and J streets to m eet Mrs. 
Ballou, escorted her to her hom e, and then 
went to the telegraph office. From there 
they went to the messenger office and sent 


A MESSAGE TO FRANK DABOUX, 
W ho m et them in the St. George building. 
She told D aroux that she was in trouble, 
and asked if she should send for her bro­ 
th er and he told her to go hom e and keep 
her m outh shut. She did not think she 
told D aroux that Ed. Snook had been 
killed. 
Daroux said he had heard of the 
affair, and asked witness and Mrs. Orr if 
they were the women that were present. 
D aroux was a patron of the place where 
witness was employed, and witness could at 
the tim e think of nobody else from w hom 
to ask advice. Officer Higgins m et and es­ 
corted witness and Mrs. Orr hom e. She 
could not remember having related to of­ 
ficer Higgins all the circumstances of the 
shooting. 
W itness stayed all that night 
w ith Mrs. Orr; had know n her ever since 
she (witness) had lived in Sacramento. 
W itness swore positively that she went 
alone to the plaza on the night of the 
shooting. 
Again she related in detail 
the incidents connected 
w ith the a t 
fair at the plaza. 
The witness adm itted 
having seen Mrs. Orr and Mr. Snook early 
on the evening of the shooting; it was at 


Mrs. Orr's hcnse, and witness had gone 
there to get her purse, which Mrs. Orr was 
keeping for her. 


chalman’s qceek love. 
On her redirect exam ination witness re­ 
lated what had passed between herself and 
Mrs. Lang a couple of days prior to the 
shooting. It consisted of a recital of what 
occurred an evening or two prior thereto, 
when Chaim an w ent to the house wliere 
witness roomed and endeavored to gain an 
entrance to her room . He remained in 
the hallw ay by her door, and Miss W heelan 
said she was obliged to clim b out through 
her window upon a porch. From there 
she saw Chaim an trying to get into her 
room thrcugh the transcm . She called to 
somebody in the street to send a policeman 
to her rescue, but none came, and witness 
said she was alm ost prepared to throw her­ 
self in the street to escape from Chaiman. 
Finally Mrs. Orr came, Chaim an departed, 
and witness went 
hom e and 
staid all 
night w ith Mrs. Orr. 
AN ALLEGED THREAT. 
Thi3 occurrence, witness said, she re­ 
lated to Mrs. Lang cn Saturday ia3t. The 
latter was attracted to one ot the dining­ 
rooms by a ioud conversation between 
witness atui Chaim an. W itness told the 
latter that she did not consider herself safe 
from him . and that if she should send for 
her brother be (the brother) would take a 
shot at him . Chaim an replied that it was 
witness who was most like’.y to get the 
shot. 
During her recital of the story of Chal­ 
m an’s attem pt to force an entrance to her 
room, Miss W heelan burst into tears, and 
it was some m inutes before she could pro­ 
ceed. 
On leaving the restaurant on Monday 
evening, witness said to Mrs. Lang that if 
she (witness) should be on hand in the 
m orning, all right, and if not she would be 
somewhere else. 
Mrs. Lang advised her 
not to m eet Cbalman. as she intended do­ 
ing. To her knowledge, no person except 
Mrs. Lang knew that she intended to meet 
Chaim an on Monday evening. Deceased 
and Mrs. Orr had no knowledge of her in ­ 
tended visit to the Plaza, that she knew of. 
MISS WHEELAN's ESCORTS. 
answ er to a question by Mr. Jones, 
In 
witness declared that nobody had made 
any suggestions to her as to what she 
should testify to. She had twice been out 
in company with the deceased, or ra.h sr in 
company wiih other gentlemen, deceased 
accompanying Mrs. Orr. 
W itness said that after the first shot she 
saw a quick m ovem ent on the part of 
Snook, and then another shot was fired. 
She had intended after the shooting to tele­ 
graph to her brother, but changed her 
m ind on reaching the office. 
THAT CHRISTMAS GIFT. 
To Mr. Johnson witness adm itted that at 
one tim e she and Chaim an were on fiiendly 
term s. H e had m ade a present of a watch 
last Christmas. It was her way to be 
pleasant with all about her. 
To Mr. Jones the witness stated Chai­ 
m an was continually m aking love to her. 
although she had done no more than treat 
him pleasantly. 
He bad also asked her to 
m arry him . 
It was just 4 o’clock p. m when Miss 
W heelan concluded her testimony. 
MISS WHEELAN'S LADY FRIEND. 
Mrs. Mary Orr was next called to the 
witness-stand. 
She said she had known 
Edward Snook a little over four m onths; 
he, his m other, sister and brother lived in 
the same honse occupied by witness, 610* I 
street. She had never seen Peter Chaim an 
to know him . 
On Monday evening last 
witness and Mrs. Ballou arranged for a 
walk. 
Mrs. Ballou not being quite ready. 
Mr. Snook and witness went out for a short 
walk, and their going to the plaza was 
purely accidental. Just before they started 
out Miss W heelan calied to get her purse. 
She spoke of an engagement she had for 
the evening, but did not tell witness with 
w hom nor where it was to be. 
W itness 
was very positive on that point. On going 
out, witness arranged with Mrs. Ballou to 
m eet herself and Mr. Snook on I street or 
the Pacific Oyster House. 
After they had 
walked a short distance, Mr. Snook asked 
if he m ight smoke, and witness said “cer­ 
tainly.” 
In order to enable him to light 
his cigar, witness offered to carry his over­ 
coat and was allowed to do so. W hile 
w alking along the plaza witness thought 
she saw her friend, Miss W heelan, in com­ 
pany with some m an, ahead of them , and 
she called Mr. Snook’s attention to the 
m atter. As they approached she saw that 
u was Miss WheelaD, and aiso saw the man 
m ake a demonstration 
AS IF TO STRIKE HER. 
A t this Mr. Snook stepped quickly forward 
and grasped the m an, saying, “See h e re !” 
when the men scuffled. A shot wss fired, 
and then Snook struck at the other m an, 
when another shot was fired and Snook 
fell dead. It was quite light in the vicinity 
of the shooting. 
W itness raised the head 
of the fallen m an, and exclaimed: “My 
God ! he is dead!” 
Miss W heelan came 
up and asked who was dead, and witness 
replied it was Ed. Snook. 
W itness then stated that she went to Miss 
W heelan’s room on Friday night of iast 
week, and found her in hysterics, and Miss 
W heelan informed her of Chalm an’s attem pt 
to enter the room. 
W itness took Miss 
W heelan to her own hom e for the night. 


ON CROSS- EXAU-’SATION, 
W itness said she was m arried to her hus­ 
band in Ogden, L'tab, and car.ie to this city 
som ething over three years ago. Prior to 
going to Ogden, witness had not resided 
long in any one place. She had sewed for 
a living, and traveled a great deal. She had 
resided at Gunnison, Salt Lake City, Den­ 
ver and other places. 
Mr. Johnson asked witness if she had 
known certain gentlemen in Denver, and 
she replied 'hat she did not. She visited 
her lather, J. W . Raney, in Sacramento in 
1S79, and also lived about a year in Tuol­ 
um ne county, near Sonora. 
Mrs. Orr again went over the story of the 
affray at the Plaza, resulting in the death of 
Edward Snook, and told the same story as 
on her direct exam ination. 
A t 5 o’clock p. m., and w ithout conclud­ 
ing the testim ony of Mrs. Orr, the Court 
took a recess till 10 o’clock a. m. to-day.

There is a small sized row brewing in 
local m ilitary circles, which may lead to 
serious complications between the com­ 
m ander and Quarterm aster of the First 
A rtillery Regiment on the one hand, and 
H . W. Rivett, ex-Quartermaster, on the 
other. To explain its nature it is necessary 
to state a fact, which has been heretofore 
kept quiet—namely, that after the last 
encampm ent, held at Santa Cruz by the 
regiment, the Board of Officers and Quar- 
m aster Rivett could not agree about certain 
camp expenses. The Board claimed a re­ 
turn of some $80 from Rivett, and required 
him to p ay it iuto the treasury. 
He was 
then quietly allowed to resign, as the easiest 
way to settle further differences. 
B ut Mr. Rivett, as cusiodiau of the regi­ 
m ental property, had in his charge, and 
stored at his residence, certain camp uten­ 
sils, baggage, etc., belonging to the regi­ 
m ent, and since his resignation has not 
turned over the property (which belongs to 
the State) to his successor, Lieutenant 
Maydwell, the present Quartermaster. 
A 
formal dem and has been m ade by both 
Colonel Guthrie and Quarterm aster Mavd- 
well ou Rivett for the property, and he re­ 
fuses to let it go out of his possession until 
charges for storage have been paid—s^me 
$S2. 
This action has been a paredyzer to the 
regim ental officers, as they claim that the 
offer of Rivett to store the property was 
voluntary and with no thought of charg­ 
ing for it—at least, they never dreamed of 
having to pay for it. Section 442 of the 
Penal Code makes it a feiony for any one 
to keen State (m ilitary) procertv against 
the wishes of the proper custodians; but 
Mr. Rivett states that he only keeps it to 
secure his pay for storage. 
A w arrant for Rivett’s arrest wiii, it is 
understood, be sworn out to-day bv the 
Colonel or Quartermaster, when the” case 
wili be tried as any other crim inal actio n .' 
Major Clinton L. White, who is Judge Ad­ 
vocate on the staff of the Fourth Brigade 
commander, has been retained by Mr. 
Rivett to defend him , if necessary, and has 
already given him some advice in the m at­ 
ter, Mr. Rivett being his client of several 
years standing. 
A request lias been made to the brigade 
comm ander by Quarterm aster Maydweii 
to have the Judge Advocate attend to the 
prosecution, but it is very doubtful if the 
case is a proper one for the Judge Advocate 
to engage in. 
It is sim ply a case for the 
State Courts, and if Rivett should be ar­ 
rested the District or City A ttorney will be 
the public prosecutor. The case will have 
to be tried in such Courts, while the Judge 
Advocate s duties are understood to be con­ 
fined strictly to m ilitary Courts and tri­ 
bunals. 
Major \ \ bite, who is a good lawyer, looks 
upon it in this light, and yet he is a great 
stickler for m ilitary discipline and would 
not like to do any act antagonistic to m ili­ 
tary law and custom. H e may, therefore, 
decline to defend Rivett on this ground. 
If Rivett should be convicted, that will not 
necessarily insure the return of the prop­ 
erty to the regiment. 
He would be simply 
fined, or imprisoned, and the camp-kettles 
would still be in his possession. 
If he 
shouid be compelled to pay a fine, he could 
be arrested on a second charge if he still 
held on to the property. 
The officers claim that he should surren­ 
der it to them , and if fie has a charge 
against the regim ent to present his bill to 
the Board. 
Iiivett is sharp enough to 
know that if he once lets the property out 
of his possession he could probably whistle 
for his money, as he cannot sue the State. 
It is stated that a w arrant will be sworn 
out this m orning for Rivett’s arrest unless 
the propeitv is given up, and if this action 
shouid be taken it will cost someone much 
m ore than the storage bill am ounts to be­ 
fore the trouble is ended.

T hey W ind Up T h eir B usiness for th e 
3 Io n th —A L ively D ebate. 
A ll the m em bers of the Board of Super­ 
visors were in their seats yesterday. Messrs. 
Bates and Tebbets seemed to be a little 
restless at the unprom ising outlook for a dis­ 
cussion, as Clerk H am ilton read the annual 
report of City Physician Nichols, which 
was composed of rather dry statistics. The 
report was as follows: 
“New patients at Dispensary, 1,450; pa­ 
tients who have visited the Dispensary a 
second or more times, 1,512; patients treated 
in County Jail, 240; patients treated at the 
Receiving Hospital, 77: visits made outside 
of Dispensary, 564; total, 3,855. 
“There have been four births attended, 
five deaths from natural causes, four sui­ 
cides and three deaths from violence.'’ 
But the opportunity arrived sooner than 
was expected, and the debate precipitated 
by Tebbets was participated in not only by 
Bates but Greer also. 
This opportunity 
was brought about by a communication 
from the City Physician asking tor a tele­ 
phone to be placed in his office on J street, 
as an aid to the more effective discharge of 
his duties at the public Dispensary. 
Supervisor Tebbets looked quizzically 
toward Supervisor Bates as he suggested 
that the idea was a good one, but he paren­ 
thetically observed that he was not sure of 
the Board’s authority to place a telephone 
in a private office. 
He had no sooner taken his seat than 
Supervisor Bates sprang up and (m etaphor­ 
ically speaking) jumped on the proposition 
with both feet and the 200 pounds avoirdu­ 
pois that they supported. 
“If you’re going to give him a tele­ 
phone,” he exclaimed in stentorian tones, 
“then I want one at m y house, too!” 
H e proceeded to denounce the proposi­ 
tion in most emphatic terms, and only 
stopped when it became necessary to get a 
fresh supply of oxygen into his lungs.

Greer 
ventured 
to 
re­ 
m ark that perhaps a telephone in the 
doctor's office would be a good thing by 
helping to expedite m atters at the dispen 
sary- 
By this time Supervisor Bates had got 
his second wind, and again he went tor 
the telephone business in characteristically 
forcible language. 
Oil was poured on the troubled waters, 
however, by Mr. Tebbets successfully mov­ 
ing to hold the m atter ia abeyance until 
the City Physician could appear before the 
Board on the subject. 
The Board then settled down to business, 
and received the report of License Collector 
Dolan for January, stating that $1,530 had 
been collected. 
The application of that official for tea 
days’ leave of absence was granted. 
Outstanding indebtedness against Road 
District No. 2 was, on motion of Mr. Teb­ 
bets, ordered paid by the transfer of $566 31 
from the general road fund to the fund of 
that district. 
The comm unication of Overseer Van 
Maren of Road District No. 3 was referred 
to the Committee on Roads and Bridges. 
The report showed the district to be heav­ 
ily in debt and the roads w ithin the lim its 
in sad need of repair. 
Again was the general road fund called 
upon by the transfer of $233 91 to the fund 
of District No. 11. of which Silas Chance is 
Overseer, to pay outstanding indebtedness, 
and $191 70 to District No. 144, for a sim ­ 
ilar purpose. These transfers were made 
on motion of Mr. Tebbets. 
The Board then adjourned for the term

NATURAL SCULPTURES. 


JSom etliing A b o u t th e Scenic B e au tie s of 
C olorado. 
[From Golden Days.] 
We know so little of the scenic beauties 
of our country that every year surprises us 
with a new revelation. The rock sculpt­ 
ures of the Peach Spring Canyon of the 
Colorado river are marvels which very few 
Americans have seen. 
The length of the canyon is 325 miles, 
and the highest clifis rise to 7,800 feet. 
Some of the principal ruins—this word 
seems to be the only word to apply to 
them—have been named from time to 
time, and for the most part with fitness. 
One is Solomon’s Temple, another The 
Pyramid, another Sunset Peak, and still 
others The Sphinx, Westminster Abbey 
and The Beehive. 
Solomon’s Temple is considerably over a 
mile high, and the denudation and wear­ 
ing of the rock by water has been such 
that it represents an enormous pile of 
architecture, with sculptured bastions, 
harmonious in its proportions, with great 
terraces at its base, and growing smaller 
toward the top. On the very top, in the 
center, is a pyramidal peak in exact pro­ 
portions. This sculptured pile is from two 
to four miles across the facade, and to see 
these things standing up and against the 
clear, cloudless blue of the Arizona sky, 
produces an indescribable etieet. 
Sunset Peak goes up like a dome 6,000 
feet, and when the sun sets clear, and has 
entirely disappeared behind the moun­ 
tains, its reflected light rests on this top­ 
most peak and transforms it into a minaret 
of gold—a heavenly light, indeed. 
Another architectural piece goes by the 
name of Babel’s Tower, and is 5,000 feet 
high, and this has beautiful sculptured 
buttresses. The Castle on the .Rhine is 
the same height. 
The Pyramid is 4,200 feet above the 
river, and the river is 1,130 feet above the 
sea. 
Some of theie clifis of even terraces and 
strata rise almost perpendicularly to a 
height of 2,500 feet, and as high up as the 
eye can detect, a variety of plants, includ­ 
ing cacti, perch and thrive in the crevices. 
Some varieties of flowers bloom the year 
round in the canyon, so mild is the tem­ 
perature, eveu in mid-winter. 
Of course it is impossible for any visitor 
to appreciate the magnitude of this scene 
of ruin and desolation. The chimney on 
the top of a perfect pyramid, that was 
sixty feet square, by actual measurement, 
looks to be the size of an ordinary chim­ 
ney. 
. 
The full beauty of Westminster Abbey, 
and its likeness to its venerable ivy-grown 
namesake, is very striking, only it is a far 
more wonderful structure. 
Just before reaching it, and on the same 
side of the canyon, is the Temple of Ju ­ 
piter, and it is unquestionably one of if 
not the finest parts of the canyon. It is a 
mighty pile of stupendous harmony and 
sculpturing, the central facade bearing 
multitude of sphinxes and classical images. 
On the opposite side is ’‘Moses Striking 
the Rock,” the outline of the great statue 
at one point being very life-like. 
On the top of one cliff is ‘‘The Prophet 
at Prayer,” a kneeling figure with out­ 
stretched hands, and there 
are many 
features not yet named awaiting christen­ 
ing from the clever and acute visitors yet 
to come.

In this city the Board of Electric Con­ 
trol has removed from the poles many 
dangerous electric light wires. The tem­ 
porary result is to reduce the illumination 
of a large portion of the city to the weak 
glimmer of gas lights, but the public is re­ 
lieved from the daily occurrence of those 
shocking tragedies by which many lives 
were lost. 
Anoflier source of danger still remains 
greater, perhaps, than that of the old over­ 
head light wires; we allude to the elect­ 
rical subways. In efiorts to effect the re­ 
moval of the over head wires, the city au­ 
thorities constructed beueath the surface 
of the streets a system of electrical con­ 
duits, called subways, designed to receive 
the electric wires. These subways now 
run through the principal streets, and so 
far no mode has been devised for prevent­ 
ing the infiltration within them of the es­ 
caping gcs from the gas mains. It is well 
known that 10 per cent, of the contents of 
these mains escape into the adjacent earth. 
This gas finds its way into the electrical 
subways, where it accumulates and forms 
an explosive mixture large in volume, 
which is ignitable by the smallest electric 
spark. The result is a frightful explosion 
which 
tears 
up the pavements, scat­ 
tering the stones and iron in all directions. 
Four of these explosions lately took place 
in New York *n one of the most crowded 
streets, Sixth avenue. 
Several others 
have occurred. 
Fortunately no 
lives 
were lost, 
but 
the 
danger to life 
is 
very 
great. 
The 
authorities 
in trying to manage tiie electric wires have 
¥ 
one from the frying-pan into the fire, 
'lie subways are a dangerous nuisance, 
and there can lie no safety until a thor­ 
ough system of ventilation is introduoed. 
In this connection it is interesting to 
consider 
what eminent authorities in 
Europe say about the safety of electric 
lighting and the modes they regard as the 
best. Being 3,000 miles away they are 
probably disinterested, whereas, in this 
oountry the electric lighting business is 
chiefly in the hands of the high pressure 
companies, who claim their plans are per­ 
fectly safe, or can be made safe, and yet 
they are all the time killing people. 
M'amer Siemens, of Berlin, who is prob­ 
ably one of the most practically experi­ 
enced and scientific electricians now liv­ 
ing, in a recent interview with a corre­ 
spondent 
of the New 
York 
World, 
expressed himself as follow* : 
“By well constructed undergound con­ 
duits the danger of electric light wires can 
be totally abolished, if low pressure cur­ 
rents are used, and the dangers resulting 
from very high pressure ean be reduced to 
a minimum in the same manner. There is 
no doubt at all that the greatest propor­ 
tion of such accidents as have happened in 
New York will cease on the day when the 
last overhead wire is buried. 
“Gas and water pipes,” Herr Siemens 
continued, “can never act as conductors of 
dangerous electric currents from the un­ 
derground 
wires into dwelling-houses. 
These pipes, if crossed by such a current, 
would at once divert it into the ground. 
It is just so with lightning rods, which 
electricians frequently connect with the 
water pipes because they make the easiest 
and most perfect distributor of electricity, 
diffusing the current over so wide an area 
as to make it harmless. 
“The insulated wires for street lamps 
should lie placed inside of hollow lamp­ 
posts. For interior lighting (houses, stores, 
etc.) no high pressure currents should be 
used unless the construction is sueh that 
every possible danger from contact with 
conductors or lamps is obviated. 
“Electric light conductors will never 
cause fire, unless they are carelessly con­ 
structed. A well-planned and properly 
constructed conductor, supplied with the 
necessary safeguards, is entirely harmless. 
“No death caused by contact with elec­ 
tric wires has ever happened here in Ber­ 
lin. A few accidents by fire have hap­ 
pened in isolated plants, but always be­ 
cause of faulty construction. 
“Overhead wires should never have more 
than 500 volts pressure. Underground 
conductors, witli transforms, no more than 
2.000 volts. The tranforméis and con­ 
ductors should, however, be tested up to 
5.000 volts. 
“My system of insulated conductors, pro­ 
tected by lead cover, aspbaltum and sheet- 
iron, has proved successful wherever it has 
been used—in Berlin, Munich, Rome, Mi­ 
lan and other continental cities. Some of 
these cables have been in use (partly for 
high pressure and transformers) for six 
years, and are apparently good for a long 
time to come. Their exact duration can­ 
not be fixed. Time only can solve that 
question. 
“This system, or a similar one, will over­ 
come all the difficulties you Americans 
have to contend with. I conclusion, I will 
say that high pressure should never be 
used except where, for pecuniary or tech­ 
nical reasons, it is impossible to introduce 
low pressure.” 
The W orld correspondent then called 
on Herr Emil Rathenau, who is President 
of the Berliner Electricitats IVerke, which 
supplies the Berlin public with electric 
lights. He had been kept thoroughly 
posted by a correspondent in New York of 
what had been going 011 in America, and 
was quite willing to discuss it. 
“I have read,” be said, “of the numer­ 
ous accidents in New York, and, in my 
opinion, your Mayor did an excellent 
thing when he ordered the electric wires 
overhead to be cut. They should all be 
placed underground. There is no danger 
of the currents being carried into the 
house by gas or water pipes, and thus 
making mischief. It is absurd. 
I think 
the trouble has been caused by the care­ 
lessness of the companies. 
They were 
probably trying to m ake m oney tooquickly. 
“There are two kinds of accidents which 
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tim e .

may be caused by electric light wires. 
The danger to life is one. That we en­ 
tirely obviate by using only low pressure, 
no higher than 300 volts, with which we 
secure an excellent, clear, bright and 
steady light. Never a complaint is heard, 
we have SO,000 lamps in operation now 
here in Berlin, and we expect to have 160,­ 
000 within a year. 
You see we attain 
excellent results with this low pressure. 
We use the Edison lamps, bat all the arc 
lights in Berlin are also fed by our cables. 
Formerly we used 400 volts for the arc 
lights, but we find that 300 volts would 
work as well. A current of that strength 
is perfectly harmless. You would scarcely 
feel it. There is absolutely no danger to 
life. We have 1,500 men in our employ, 
who all have more or less to do with the 
wires, but no one in our employ has ever 
been killed or even injured. 
“It is otherwise, however, with the sec- 
sond class of accidents—fixes. 
Low pres­ 
sure alone will not prevent that danger. 
But proper construction will. 
For five 
years we allowed no one but our own men 
to put in the plants. With proper care 
and safeguards there is no danger. Now 
we allow other contractors to arrange the 
individual plants, but they must work ac­ 
cording to our rules (hese Herr Rathenau 
produced a formidable set of rules, regu­ 
lating every detail of laying and arrang­ 
ing the wires, insulation, safeguards, etc.) 
After the work is done it is inspected by 
one of our experts, and only accepted if 
properly done. Besides all this precaution, 
we have everywhere automatic cutoffs, 
which at once disconnect the current 
should any wire become overheated. We 
alllow 
no 
single 
wire 
to 
carry 
more 
than 
a 
fixed 
pressure. 
We are 
responsible 
for 
all 
acci­ 
dents, but we have none. You Ameri­ 
cans are the best mechanics in the world, 
and if you set to work in earnest to perfect 
your electric light system, no more acci­ 
dents will happen. It would be folly to 
discard electric light merely because you 
have bandied it carelessly and burned 
your fingers. 
“We charge for each new lamp (connec­ 
tions and all) placed in a building, 20 
marks ($5); such a lamp will last forever. 
Then we charge 5 marks ($1 25) per lamp 
a year for keeping it in order, and 4 pfen­ 
nig (1 cent) an hour of actual use for each 
lamp of sixteen candle power. At these 
rates we paid a dividend of 8 per cent, this 
year, besides adding greatly to our reserve 
fund. Commencing January we reduced 
the rate per hour to 3,60 pfennig (9-10 
of a cent ¡ and still expect to make money. 
Surely your New York companies can 
do better than that, for we have a strong 
competitor in the gas works, which sell 
1,000 cubic feet for five marks, a mnch 
lower rate than obtains in New York. 
“Our rates for street lightiug are some­ 
what higher. The city pays us 100,000 
marks (820,000) for the 108 lamps iu 
Enter den Lindeu and 36,000 marks 
(89,000) for the thirty-six in the Leipzi- 
ger strasse. But then these lights are of 
immense power, and we had to erect the 
lamp-posts, make connections and take 
care of the entire plant. The lights burn 
every night in the year, moonlight nights 
not excepted.” 
It will be seen by the facts given in the 
above inteviews' that electric light can be 
furnished cheaply and without exposing 
the public or the workmen employed on 
the wires to any danger. It can only be 
done by using a lower pressure. It rests 
with the New York companies to take the 
proper stfips, or, if they should prove ob­ 
stinate, it remains for the authorities, 
backed by the people, to firing them to a 
sense of their duty. Herr Rathenau also 
said, in the course of conversation, that 
his company owns and runs the electric 
works of Madrid. Antwerp, Eisenbuch, 
and other cities, and that their experience 
there was the same as in Berlin—no acci­ 
dents and no troubles

7 th . — The prompt 
action of the Government to-day nipped in 
the bud what was apparently intended to be 
a royalist ccup d’etat, modeled after Louis 
Napoleon's mad descent upon Boulogne. 
The only consequence is that the Duke 
of Orleans, eldest son of the Count of Paris, 
is in custody to-night. 
The Duke arrived in Paris to-day, bear­ 
ing a letter written and signed by the 
Count de Paris, announcing to the faithful 
and all others the Count’s abdication. He 
also had with him a manifesto addressed 
to the people of France. 
Nominally, and 
according to the theory of the pretenders, 
a pretender is always King, and therefore 
by virtue of his abdication all claims 
rights and titles descend to the eldest son 
the young gentleman now in the hands of 
the authorities—Philippe Louis Robert, 
Duke d'Orleans. 
This gentleman is therefore not merely 
one of the many vagrant princes, but an 
actual pretender to the throne by virtue of 
his claims as heir of the old Bourbon line. 
H is coming into this country is a violation 
of the law banishing all heads and direct 
heirs of reigning families. 
It was a rash escapade if it stands alone. 
The fact that he was equipped with an ap 
peal to the nation shows his intention, and 
m ay make the escapade serious for him. 
If it should be developed that this move­ 
m ent is made in virtue of an understand- 
standing with the partisans of monarchy 
in France, it may be more than the mere 
violating of the law of expulsion. 
There is some reason to believe that the 
movement is made in concert with more 
determined opponents of the Republic, as 
the Duke repaired immediately to the 
house of the Duke of Luynes, at present 
head of a family that has always ad­ 
hered with uncompromising heroism to 
the old monarchy. 
In that house the 
young gentleman was King of France in 
theory. 
On the day before, February Gib, the 
Duke of Orleans attained the age of twenty- 
one. The abdication of his father, the 
manifesto and the movement, were all ap­ 
parently planned with regard to that date, 
and in order to electrify France with a 
demonstration that the fortunes of the 
monarchy were now in new hands, that 
the crown now belonged on the head of a 
preux chevalier, who would care some­ 
thing for it and not fold his hands in a 
quiet corner like another Chambord. 
But the Government was not caught nap­ 
ping. 
It was promptly informed of the pres­ 
ence of the Duke in Paris and of his where­ 
abouts. 
It has not yet been developed how much 
more may be known to the police, but the 
tacts on the surface were sufficient. The 
D uke was in France in violation of the 
law, made purposely for excluding his 
father and himself as enemies to the repub­ 
lic. This law has been remitted only in 
favor of the Duke d’Aumale. Therefore 
the Duke d’Orleans was at once arrested at 
the house of the Duke d’Luynes. He was 
taken to the Prefecture of Police, where his 
identity was ñxed beyond all doubt, and 
where the verbal process of his violation of 
the law was drawn up. 
He was then detained at the Conciergerie, 
famous a3 the place of detention for roy­ 
alty in distress. 
In the afternoon he was arraigned before 
the military authorities at the Central 
Bureau. 
In response to an inquiry as to the ob­ 
jects and the purpose of his visit to France 
he said that, having attained his majority, 
he had come to France to place himself at 
the disposal of the military authorities. 
This dash of audacity is regarded as a 
very happy stroke, and sure to make 
friends for him. 
. 
The gallant French boy, who wants to 
take his chances for conscription, is some­ 
w hat of an unusual and captivating figure. 
B ut this did not touch the sensibilities of 
the hard-hearted authorities, and M. Con- 
stans, Minister of the Interior, ordered the 
Duke to be held in custody. 
Further disposition of the case will, of 
course, depend on whether it is discovered 
that there was any plot for a general 
royalist movement behind this incident. 
Everybody in France remembers that the 
Royalists of" France were, at a given mo­ 
m ent, ready to rise, but that Henry V. ob­ 
stinately would not face the peril of plac­ 
ing himself at their head. 
rhe people are

question 
whether the young Prince h:.s now come 
into the land of his fathers in response to a 
sim ilar invitation. 
This is the only view in which the case 
has a serious face. Aside from this it 
seems only a mad, boyish prank. 
Nobody just now is likely to be very 
fierce about the pranks of a boy who is re­ 
lated to all the royal families in Europe, 
and whose grandmother was of the house 
of Mecklenburg Schwerin. 
The Duke d Orleans lately resided at 
Lausanne, Switzerland. He left there in 
company with the Duke de Luynes, and it 
is said none of his family were aware of 
his intention to enter Franee and the fam­ 
ily was ignorant of any plans Le may have, 
if he had any other than that alleged by 
him when in custody. 
It Í3 also reported that he did endeavor 
to enlist as a private soldier but was re­ 
fused for some informality in the applica­ 
tion. He fiani lly wrote a polite letter to 
DeFrevcinet that he had no intention to 
recaaiu in Paris nor to create any difficulty; 
that he was legally precluded from holding 
any rank in the army but was ambitious of 
th e honor of serving France as a private 
S oldier. 
Shortly after this he was arrested. 
Contradictory stories are afloat as to ail 
th e details of the case and particularly as 
to the report of the abduction of the Count 
de Paris. 
. 
This evening it is positively denied that 
th e Duke has any such document or that 
t he Count de Paris signed any act of abdi­ 
cation.

Editor Transcript: This being now a very 
wintry season, which reminds me of old 
times, I would like to relate a little story of 
what befell me in Nevada county in the 
winter of '52-’53.

When the eveBt occurred which I am 
about to narrate, it was about as it is now 
—plenty of snow on the ground—and we 
hugged our four-foot fireplace in our ’49 
log hut very close. 
Latimer, who was 
something of a fiddler, was playing some 
of those sweet old tunes so seldom heard 
now, and we had onr hea ls on our arms 
pretending to be asleep; but the tears were 
coursing down our cheeks as we thought of 
home long since forgotten—sweethearts, 
wives and mothers who some of us would 
never more see, perhaps, when suddenly a 
long drawn-out howl sounded clear on "the 
frosty air. 
\Va all sprang to our fret, when the howl 
was repeated. I had forgotten to state 
that at a distance of about half a mile from 
our cabin there was a deserted hut which 
had never been occupied since we had been 
in the neighborhood. 
On going to the door we found that the 
sound cam# from that direction, as they 
were that minute repe.ifed, accompanied 
by sounds that were like pistol shots and 
the beating of tin cans. 
We immediately put on our sixteen-foot 
snow-shoes and bucklin - on our firearms, 
started for the hut. As v - approached the 
door we heard pitiful moans. These made 
us hesitate, as miners in those days were a 
bit superstitious, but with a 1 Come on. 
boys," Seth, who was the boldest, kicked 
the door open, walked in and stood in the 
center of the hut, when all sounds ceased 
for a moment. Then a queer, whistling 
sound spraDg up and lasted for about two 
minutes, while we stood spellbound, oar 
hair slowly rising. 
W ithout the least warniDg the floor sud­ 
denly gave way, leaving Seth, who was the 
onlv one inside standing on a piece 
of sapling about two inches wide which 
had been put down as a stringer, while be­ 
neath him was a yawning hole which was 
bottomless as far as we could see. Seth 
swayed for an instant, then with a despair­ 
ing cry pitched headlong into the pit. 
We stood horror-stricken tor awhile, 
then crawled to the edge and shouted with 
all our might, but no answers were re­ 
turned. 
After a little while John said he would 
go for a rope, and would lower a light and 
try to descend. He returned in a very ; 
short time. We lowered the rope, which ' 
was fifty feet long, and when it was nearly 
ail run out we began to see the bottom, ;

descend, as we could see nothing of Seth, ! 
and after knotting the rope we fastened it 
securely and descended.
